which pꝛoperly a pecullarly,apperteynerþ to the duty 20 
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wyle man,) — tofozeſee-what maye followe in all 
chaunces, and ſo iudge ot them as if they were pꝛeſent. 

Nowe foz as much as we ought to come to the readinge of 
Miſtozies, ſo muche the better furniſhed, as an Hiſtozye is 
moꝛe repleniſhed and laden with plente aus fruict : and foz 
as much as it is as 'difficulte a matter, to giue right iudge-= 
mente of another mannes lyfe as of his owne: and that no 
manne is able (be be neuer ſo ſharpe lighted in this caſe)to 
vew another mannes like well, that can not vew his owne: 
both are to bee vnderſtanded: namely that there is in this 
caſe very great difficultneſle, and alſo to longe time befoze 
wee enter pꝛile hereunto: we ought not only to haue a little 
ſmatthe ok ciuill polſicy:but allo, that we ought to be fully 
reſolued and eſtabliſhed in our ſelues as concerninge the 


whole fenour ok our life:onles we wpll continually wauer 


in our mindes,and be miſerably led about with vayne ima⸗ 
ginations of this like like vnto ghoſtes. Foz in like maner 
as at a great and ſumptuous feaſt, that is furniſhed wyth

pleaſure, cer teſſe he ought melt circumſpectelp to vſe this. 
But J pꝛap you what man is there almoſt, that applyinge 
the rule of vertue vnto all ſapinges and dopnges, al well of 
bis ow ne as ot other mennes, doth with moze aduiſemente 
aduenture vpon them, then vpon the deinty diſhes, ſet bes 
foze him on the cable:oz which thinketh not him ſelte ſuffy⸗ 
ciently learned in thys behalfe : In whyche thinge it is a 
wonder to ſee, howe ſoze men decepue them ſelues, whiles 
they imagin that the bare hiſtoꝛp, is of it ſelfe able inoughe 
to enſtruct the reader, whereas in dede it doth no moze but 
miniſter matter to learne vpon, clteringe it ſeife to all vſes- 
accozdinge as the perſon is affectioned, in like caſe as doth. 
the feaſt.fo2 ſome(we ſee)haue none other delight but onc- 
lp in the reading:who ſeking no moꝛe but that only one de⸗ 
lectacion, do looſe all thother goodly and pleaſaunt fruicts 
thereot. Such men gayne nothinge moze by the readinge ol 
au Hiſtoʒpe, than they that playe vppon a harpe oz a lute ta 
dziue away the time, as a man would ſape, to paſſe ouer the 
trouble ſamneſle of the time pꝛeſent, ſhoztlye alter to entre 
into a greater and moze troubleſome conflict wyth theym 
ſelues. Fo it is no pleaſute that hath not reſpeit vnta ver⸗ 
tue. Other ſome the glittering gloſſe of gloꝛy ſo much pꝛic⸗ 
keth foꝛward and (which in other matters is vnſtablenes 
ol minde) to no purpoſe tranſfoꝝmetb, tbat tbey tbinke no · 
tbynge to great fo2 theym , no2 notbinge to farre aboue 
their reache: quite foꝛgettinge that thoſe gloꝛpous crams 
ples are not ſet fozthe by wꝛpters fo2 any other intent, than 
that ſuche as reade them enſuinge _ „ mape learne 
K. to 
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to contemne gloꝛy it none be offered, oꝛ it it accompany * k, 
not to be pꝛoud and arrogit fox it, And although that none 
but fooles,wyll go about to aſpire to the lyłke glozy wytb⸗ 
out the lyke vertue : yet notwithſtandinge wee ſee ſome, 
which foz none other cauſe bat chat they baue reade the no · 
ble actes oł others. do thinke them ſelues hygbe wiſe men, 
and take much vppon them lyke vnto players of Trage- 
dies, who when they haue put of thapparell, wherein they 
plaped the partes of molt noble perſonages, do alſo coun- 
terfet them in countenaunce and behantour. There ar alſo 
(and thoſe not a fewe ) whyche delygbte onely in ſtraunge 
things and wonders, men of vulgare and rude vaderſtan- 
dynge who aftcr the maner ofthunſkplfull people, okten ; 
times make moze of a mannes gape cote, thanof the per- 
fon bym ſelke, and moze of the outwarde ſhewe than of the 
wozke.So wonderfull a power hath an Hifkozy, to wozke 
in the mpndes ofthe Readers. Now,wheras it is the chie⸗ 
feſt poynct that belongech to an Hilkozpe, to ſtyꝛre vp the 
minde of man from louthfulneſle, and to fence it agapuſt 


all daungers and that the ſtrength ok examples, (then the 


whyche there is nothing of greater kozce to perſwade and 
diſſwade) ineſpeciallp tendeth to that ende and purpoſe it 
commeth to palle thzough the carelefle ſecurity ot menne, 
(beleuing that other mennes perilles pertaine nochyng to 
them ſelues] that ſachechinges as are moſt wozthy of re- 
membzaunce, are harde and read with deaffe and topped 
eares.Finallye there be ( whiche a man would not beleue) 
that tranſgrelle euen agapnſte the verye ſame parte that 
conceineth moſte graue and earneſt matter: as thoughe 
thinges ſhould be wꝛytten, not as they were done indede, 
but as they ougbt to haue bene done. Therefoze partly by 
meanes of that careles ſecurity, and partlye by meanes of 

that ſurfet ofraſhe and vnaduiſed readinge, it commetb to 
paſſe,that(euen as ic were of coꝛrupt humours a ter taine 
cozrupte 


coruptneſſe of iudgement, and perterſeneſſ2 of opinion, 
(which ought to be moſt vpꝛigbt and ſound as cdcerning 
tye life and an vnſtedfaſte and lippery trade and Tenour 
of liuinge is taken vp - c bat in like wiſe as to inozdinate 
perſons,their meate doth them no good: euẽ in {pke caſe, 
there commeth no pꝛofpt at all to vs of our readinge, 
Ithinke you map nowe percepue, how ᷣ̊ maner of rea- 
dinge Piſtozies, and of lokinge vpon a mans lpfe, is well 
nigh al one. And the greateſt difficulty is this. I meane þ 
frowardnes ok our owne iudgement, wyych cauſeth vs to 
be dꝛiuen, not that way that the cxamples otght to beare 
greateſt ſway of them ſelues, but chat wayithat our mind 
is molt enclined and bent vnto. This is alſo another, and 
ok no leſſe foꝛte than th'other afozeſayd,that wziters do in 
ſuch wile ſet fo2th thinges, p they not only ſ&ke to be wel 
Liked, but alſo( followinge as it were ptaſte of their owne 
mouthes as though they were Fozgers of it thẽſelucs,) 
giue their iudgement and berdit vpon matters: extollinge 
ſome thinges with high commendations, as though they 
would baue al other men tolyke thoſe things, which they 
moſt fancied thẽſelues. Which chinge if ſo bee it they dyd 
without colour, it were eaſier to conſent oz diſſent there- 
fro. But nowe in like wiſe, as Cookes haue oftentpmes 
moze regard to the Belly, then to their maiſters commo- 
dity and pꝛoſit: euen ſo J would God that the wziters of 
Piſtozies, fo the moſt parte, ſought not ſo much to pleaſe 
and entice the Reader: Therefoze by two meanes are wee 
led awꝛzye, that is to ſay , by our owne iudgement, and by 
the fozeſpeaking of the wziters. as by them that wzite not 
matters plapnelp and ſincerely. Foz an Hiſkoziographer 
is hut a Nepoꝛter of thinges done: with whoſe indgemee 
( if there be any fault therein) it ſtandeth in like caſe,as w 
a pere of wine, whichſof it ſeife beinge god, pleaſaũt, and 
beautiful)doth eicher take an enil talent of the Caſke, 02 
els is otherwyſe marred,by minglinge ſome other thinge 
wyth it, whych is eyther a ſhamefull and Intollerable 
A ij. dete ipt 


veceyte,02els a poput extreme offolly and ignoꝛaunce. JC 
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is to be ſene by thys one example, what matter the iudge- 
ment ofthe wzpter maketh , A man ok raw adupſement, 
that attributeth the bzinging to paſſe of great matters to 
mans pollicie: although that by the decermination of ſa 
many thinges, he pꝛoue himſelfe a lyer:pet he caſteth men 
into a great folly:as whoſe knowledge (vo the beſte they 
can being ſcarce able to waygb e conſider accoꝛdingly, the 
thinges that lye befoze their eyes, their power & ſtrength 
not much exceding the litle woꝛmes becauſe of one pꝛoſpe- 
rous ſucceſſe, raſhlpy taketh vppon it, the rule of the whole 
woꝛlde. But (ach a man as is ralhlp enkozmed, teachinge 
that thinges are ia dede, put in execution by the :pollicpe of 
man, but pet ru ed and governed, bythe pꝛouidence ok god 
deliuereth mt both from folly,and alſo from another miſ- 
chiefe as great as that, which is ſuperſtition. By the relt- 
due ſuch as be good mẽ ( whoſe ſtudp is altogether emplop 
ed about matters appertapning to God) oughte to knowe 
what difference there is betwene eche of theym and what 
their dutye is, Il geue this warning. ſirſt of all fo2 this pur 
poſe that f5zaſmuch as Jam ot opinion, that ſuch kind of 
autbours are to be read(chough it be fo2 nothing els but 
koꝛ the great aboundaunce ok examples that they entreate 
of) poung men ſhould alſo thinke this, bow circumſpectlye 
and carefully they ougbt to be read, conſidering how great 
fruites 02 diſcõdmodityes are in them p2oponnded . Fo it 
happenech in lpke caſe tu ſuch as ĩmagine that an biſtoꝛpe 
may be read ouer lightly ; oꝛ the lyfe be paſſed ouer vnad- 
uiledly, without the exacte obſeruinge and executinge of a 
mans duty:as it doth to mẽ of the countrepe, which in the 
lacking ok a citty come taß ryfting of ſome Apothecaris 02 
Grocers ſhoppe plentuoullpe furniſhed wich all thinges 
belonging to the craft, and being allured with the ſweete- 
neſle ofthe confeccions and ſpices which they chaũce firſte 
to lap their handes on, thinking al the reſidue to be of the 
ſame lozte,do eat, ſipp, dtuoure, cramme in, and licke vp 


all that comes to hande in ſuche wyſe that ſome fallſicke, 
ſome runne madde, ſome dye out of hand, and every ene of 
them is mernaplouſiye diſtempered, ſo that al the armpe 
laugh them to ſkozne fo2 they labour. Fo} euen as the 
Iyfe is ful of commodſtyes and diſcommonittes, euen ſo is 
an hyſtozy which is the image and repꝛeſentation of 
the life. And the wyſe dome of the Iyfe cõſiſteth 
onely in the vſage of the lyfe .Farewel, 
and eniop theſe thynges to thy 
molt further aunce and 
commoditp.

med Temple of Ammon, whych army beinge ouerwhel- 
med with tempeiles and heapes of ſand, was vtterlye de- 
ſtroped. After this, he vreamed chat bys bzother Smer- 
dis ſhould raigne after hym, whiche ꝛeame mave him la

with chem concerning that matter. 

So when he had diſpatched the ambaſſadours of Sparta, 
be exhozted his Citizens to make ſpxde in they) woꝛke, & 
bimſelke within a while akter went of Ambaſſade. In the 
which iourney what by fapning himſelfcſicke , and what 
by putting faulte in the ſlackenes of ſuch as were in com- 
miſſion with him, without whame hee laid he was able to 
do nothing by vertue ok his commiſſion, hee dꝛaue of till 
from day to dap.and al to the entent that chep might haue 
leiſure to finiſh their woꝛke.

It is no maruel thougb in old time there 
went many tales ok this place, in whyche are conueyed lo 
many ſtraunge fyinges.Firſt and foꝛmeſt there is no nas 
row ſea in all che wozld lo raginge as it, not onely by the 
ſwikteneſſe of the wanesgbut alſo by the violente meeting 
ofthe tides, ſo that it is terrible, not only to them that try 
it, but alſo to ſuch as beholde it far ok. Mozeouer there is 
ſuch a do when the waues mete, that a man ſhall ſee ſome 
as it were running away dꝛowned in the whozlpolcs, and 
falling into the bottom ol the Sea: and other ſome in ma- 
ner ok conqueroures pꝛoudlpe beare them ſelues a lofte.

Foz it is not poſſible chat ſo great a 
fire ſhoulde other wiſe continue ſo longe ſeaſon togitber in 
ſo ſmall a rome, vnles it were nouriſhed by moyſture.

by the admonitis of the vvife of king Agis, and flieth to Tyſfapher- 
nes K ing Darius Lieutenant in Lydia, vvhom he yvithdravveth from 
the Lacedemonians. The ambaſladours of Athens come vnto him, he 
is reuoked into his countrey and made Admiral, he ouercometh the 
Lacedemonians and is ioyfully receyued of his Citizens, he recey- 
ueth a loſſe by ouerſight, and banniſheth himſelfe agayne. Thatheni- 
ens are brought to vtter diſtreſſe. Conõ theyr Captayne flyethto Cy- 
pron the citye is yelded vp to the Lacedemonians, thirty Tyrauntes 
aue thelgouernaunce therof, Darius king of Perſia dyeth, Denis the 
ounger is expulſed out of Sycil. Alcibiades is burned in his lodging, 
Thrafvulus expulſeth the xxx,Tyrauntes,tenne others are placed in 
theyr ſte ad: Pauſanias King of Lacedemon commaundeth them oute 
of the citie, and geueth peace to the Atheniens :the Tyrauntes ma- 
king Warre againſt Athenes, are taken and put to death.

Foz they 
knew wel that be was a man of great power in his owne 
countrye, and they chougbt he was not the leſſe by reaſon 
of his baniſh ment: ſuppoling him not lo much to be taken 
; from 
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from the Atheniens, as to be delidered fo} acaptaine to 
the Lacedemonians and ſa they ſet his winnings agaynſt 


bis loſſes . But amonge the Lacedemonians, Alcibiades He deſerued 
greate pzoweſſe wan bim moe enuy then thanke.There- no leite. 


foze when the Pꝛinces laid wait ſecretlye to kill bym by 
treaſon, as an eunempe to they? glozy - Alcibiades hauing 
knowlevge ther of by the wife of king Agis ( with whome 
be had committed adultry,)fled to Tiſſaphernes, kynge 
Darius lieuetenaunt: with whome thzough hys curceſye 
and lowly behauioz be quickly wound him ſelf in. Foz be 
was then in the floziſhing cyme of his pouth, and fo2 bys 
beautye,perſonage and eloquence, amonge all the Athe- 
niens was none like vnto him. But he was better in win · 


ning frendſhip then in keping : becauſe that euer at the cibiadcs. 


firſte, his euill condicions were cloked under the ſhadow 


ok eloquence. Therfoze he perlwaded Tiſſaphernes that be Marketbe 
ſboulde nok alowe to muche wages and viand to the fleete ſunle head of 
of the Lacedemonians, and that the Ionians ought to bee alcibiades. 


called to part of the chazges,fo2 whoſe liberty wben they 
paped ttibute to þ Atheniens) this warre was firſt begon. 
Moꝛeouer that the Lacedemonians oughte not to haue to 
much helpe, conſidering he pzeparedfo2 an other mannes 
bictozp and not fo2 his owne, wherefoze the warre oughte 
ſo farre foꝛth to be maintained, that ic bee not bzoken vp 
foʒ want ofthinges neceſſary. Fo as longe as 5 Greekes, 
mere thus at debate among them ſelues, the kyng ol Pers 
ſia ſhould haue the Lawe in his owne hand ta make peace 
oꝛ warre as he liſted. And he ſhoulde ouercome chem wyth 
their owne power, whom he could not ouercame with all 
the power be was able to make ol his owne. And aſlone 
as the warre were ended, ( whyche way io euer the game 
went) be ſhould be campelled to haue warte with the con 
querours.{Qherfoze Greece was to bee ſuffren to ſpende 
themſelnes in cpuill warres, that they mighte haue na 
lepſure co make warre abzode to 7 fozain W | 
. g: - 
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Co the perkoꝛmance wherof eyther part was to be maine 
tained in ſtrength to match bis aduerſarie, and the wea- 
ker to be aydev with newe ſuccours. Foz it was not to be 
thought that the Lacedemonians could continue in reſt,it᷑ 
they might get the vpper hand, conſidering they had. pꝛo⸗ 
claimed them ſelues al xeadp, the defenders of the liberty 
of Greece. This Ozation liked Tiſſaphernes verye wel, 
wbervppon be allowed them not ſo liberall expenſes, nei - 
ther ſent he foꝛth all che kjnges flete, leaſt he ſhould either 
geue them the victozie out of hand, oz els conſtratne them 


to bzeake bpthe warres. In the meane ſeaſon Alcibiades 


did thus much foꝛ his countrep men, that when the Athe⸗ 
niens ſente their Ambaſſadours vnto him, be pzomiſed to 
get them the kinges fauour, ik ſo be it that the adminiſtra- 
tion ot the common wealth were remoued from the peo- 
ple, into the Senatours bandes. Hopinge ther by, that yf 
the Citpe agreed well, be ſhould be choſen captaine ok the 
warre by theyz common aſſente, oꝛ els pf there aroſe any 
variaunce betwene the two eſtates, be ſhould be called to 
the apde ofthe one parte. But the Atheniens ſeing þ da- 
ger ok the warr that they were wꝛapped in, had moze reſ- 
pect of their ſafegard then o theyꝛ honour. 

Therfoze with the good will of the people, the gouer 
naunce of the common wealth was put into the handes of 
the Senatours.Who thzough a certaine pꝛide, natural- 
ly engraffed in that eſtate, dealinge cruelly wyth the peo; 
ple, and euerp of tbem taking vppon bim like a Loꝛde, the 
ſouldisurs called home the baniſhed Alcibiades, and made 
bim Admirall ok the Sea. Uhbereuppon immediatly, bee 
ſente woꝛde to Athens, that bee woulde incontinentlye 
come thither with his hoſte, and take the ouernemente 
out ok the foure hundzed Senatoutes bandes, 'wbither' 
they'woulde oz no ,'biilefle they ſnrrendzed it vp of they? 
owne accogde.. - 

The greate men of the citie beyng loꝛe troubled with 
this meſſage , firſte attempted co betrape the Towne to 
the 
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the Lacedemonians, which tbing being not able to bꝛing 

to paſſe, thep willingly foꝛſooke their Countrey, and bee - 

tame as baniſhed men, Alcibiades therefoze hauing dely- 

uered his countreyefrom inwarde ſedition , furniſhed hys 

ſhips with all diligence poſſible, and ſo pꝛoceded into war- 

fare againſt the Lacedemoniis. Mom Mindarus & Phar- Aldbiades o- 
nabazus the Captaines of the Lacedemonians, with their 8 = 
ſhippes furniſhed likewiſe,awaiting his comminge, the »jans, v 
bactell beyng fougbt. the victorte fel to the Atheniens. In 

this conflict the greater parte of the armpe, and almoſte al 

the captains of theyz enemies were ſlapne,and ixrx . ſhips 

taken, Mithin fewe dapes after the Lacedemonians re- 

mouinge from the ſea vnto the Lande, were eftſoones in 

an other encounter put to the wozſe.Thzoughe which dyf- 

comficure beyng greatly afflicted, thep ſued fo2 peace.The 

graunt whereof was letted by the trauaile of ſuche as had 

gayn bythe warres . In the meane ſeaſon the Carthagi- 

nenſes made warre in Sicil, by reaſon whereofthe Siracu- 

ſanes were faiue to cal home their ſfuccozs to defend their 

own. The Lacedemonians beyng ther by vtterly deſtytute, 

of all apde, Alcibiades with his victozious nauy , waſted 

the coaſte of Aſia, foughte battells in diners places, and 

every where gettiuge the victozie, recouered the Cptpes, 

whiche were turned from the Atheniens, and wpnuynge 

diners a new, ſubdued them to the dominion of the Athe-;,,.. 
niens. And ſo hauing recouered his aunciente renowne in pave rerwne 
battell on the Sea, wyth augmentation thereof by con- vnto Athens. 
queſtes on the lande, be returned to Athens fo the greste 

reioyce ment ok all his Citizens. In all theſe battels were 

taken ok their enemies, two hundzed ſhippes and a greate 

pꝛap. To beholde this tiiumphbant return of the army all 

che people came oute ofthe Citye by heapcs , pꝛayſinge 

bigbly all the ſouldioures , but in eſpecially wondzing at 
Alcibiades. On him all the Cirye gaſed, on him thepe 

earneſtipe faſtned they) eyes, as choughe theye coulde ne- 

uet haue ſcene pnoughe of him, hym they behelve as one 
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lent from heauen, andias it were the bictezie it ſelfe, thepe 


pꝛayſed his noble actes done fo; his countrepe, no leſſe ex- 
tolling the thinges which he did againſte the ſame in the 
tine of his banilhement, making his crcuſe them ſelucs, 
as that he did them in bis anger and pꝛouoked (hereunto, 
Itisameruelous tͤinge to ſee, that there ſhould be in one 
man ſuch power and balute, as to bee the onlp cauſe of 5 
onerthꝛow of ſo mighty a kingdome, and of the ſetting vp 
of the lame againe, victo2y tuer following that ſide that he 
toke , and foztune wonderfully enclining that wape thae 


he went. Tl herkoze they honoured him not as a man, but 


as a God, thep ſtriued with themſelues, whicher thep had 
baniſhed him moze lpitekully, oz called him home agapne 
moze bonozably.Thep bꝛought the ſame Gods with them 
fo2 top to welcome bim home, by whycye not longe befoze 
thep had accurſed him. And wh6 of late they had fo)biddZ 
all mans helpe,now and if they could,they would baue ſec 
him in heauen. They recompenſe his deſpite with honour, 
his harmes with rewardes,and his curſes with bleſſings. 
There was no talke among themofche battells that hee 
loſte in Sicill, but of the victoztes that be wonne in Grece, 
Ther was no ſpeaking of the ſhippes that be had loſt, but 
of the ſhippes that bee had taken. The Syracuſanes were 
kozgotten, and there was no talke but of his conqueſtes in 
Ioma & Helleſpont. Thus was Alcibiades neuer meanly 
hated, noꝛ meanelp honoured of his cauntrep men. 

Mhile theſe thinges were a doing, amonge the Lace- 
demonians Lyſander was made captaine generall of the 
warres both by ſea and by land-And in ſtede of Tiſſapher- 
nes, Darius King of Perſia hadd made his ſonne Cyrus 
Licutenãt of lonja & Lydia, who aided the Lacedemoni⸗- 


ans io ſuch wiſe both with men and monp, that he bzought 


them in hope to recouer they fo2mer effate, Being there - 
foze thus encreaſed in ſtrengtb. and hearing that Alctbias 
des 48 gone into Alia with a naity of a hundzed ſhippes, 


whyles - 
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whiles he was there ſpoiling the countrepe, whyche was 
growne rich? by long continnaunce of peace, and tooke no

of pꝛap,.to diſperſe theſelues where they liſte)d as thoughe 
there had bene no periil to be keared , they (er ſodenly vp 
pon them, and made ſuche a ſlaughter amonge them as 
they were lkatered, that the Atheniens toke moꝛe loſſe in 
that one battell, then they had done totheir ennemics in 
al the battels befoze, wherwith they were brought to ſuch 
a deſpapꝛe, that foꝛth with they put awap Alctbiades, and 
choſe Conon to be thep) Captzine in bis ſteao. Thinking 


them ſelves to haue bin vanquiſhed not by the chaunce of b 
warres, but thzough the treaſon of thep2 captayne moze van fucd a- 
regarding the olde diſpleaſure, then the venefites jnewipe s ync- 


beikowed vpon him And that he bad vanquiſhed hys enne- 
mies in the fozmer battelles. but onely to ſhew them what? 
a captapne thep had deſpiſed, and to ſelle them the victoꝛy 
the deerer. And to ſay the truch, Alcibiades had fo luttle a 
bead, and was therewith ſo much geuen to bice and le wo- 
neſſe of bebauiour, that it was like inough he wold wonke 
luche a thinge. Fearinge therefoze the diſpleaſure of the 
people in tbepz rage, ot his owne will hee banniſhed hym 
ſelke agayne. Then Conon beyng put in the rowme of Al- 
cibiades, haatng befoze his epes what a captapne be badde 
ſucceded,furniſhed his naup with all diligence and warp- 
neſſe that mighte bee. But there wanted men to kurniſhe 
the ſhippes, fo2 the ſtouteſt and ſtrongeſt Souldionres 
were loſt in the fozraging of Alia. Notwithſtanding, olde 
menne and b?rdleſſe bopes were armed, and ſo filled vppe 
the nomber ok Souldioures, witbout anye ſtrength of the 
hoſte. Pet koz all that, they letted not to encounter with

thep2 enne mies, by who me like weake and vnable Soul- A great ſlau- 
dioures,they were every where braten downe, oz ells ta-ghtcr of the 
ken runninge awape. And there was ſuche a dcſtruttion, emens, 


what of them that were ſlapne , and what of them that 
were taken, chat not onely the Empoꝛe but even the verye 
| CE, itt. name 
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name of Atheniens ſeemed to bee vtterlp extincte. By the 
which batceil they were vzoughte to ſo lowe an ebbe, and 
left ſo bare, by reaſon all cheyz warlike men wer conſu- 
med and ſpente, that they were d:tuen to let their city to 
ſtraungers, to let their bondmen kree, and to geue pardon 
to ſuch as were condemned to dye. And with this route of 
raſkals,wherof theyꝛ army was compact. they (which late 
lp befoze were Lo2des of al Grece,) were now ſkarſe able 
to maintaine they owne liberty. Ncuertheleſle they des 
termined pet once again? to trye thep2 foztune vppon the 
ſea. So ſtout were thepꝛ ſfamacks,that wheras a little be- 
foze they were in deſpaice of thepz awae ſafegarde , chepe 
were now in god hope to get the victozie.But thole were 
not the fouldioures that were able to vphold the honoz of 
Athens, nepther was that the power wber with they were 
wont to geue their enemies the ouerthzowe, neither was 
there ſuch knowledge of keats in armes in thoſe that had 
bin trapned in pꝛyſon, and not in the camp. Therefoze they 
were all eycher flaine oz taken pꝛiſoners. The captapne 
Conon which eſcaped alone from the battell, fearing the 
crueltꝝ ot his countrep men.toke viii. ſhippes, and ſapled 
to Euagoras king of Cyprus. But the captapne of the La- 
cedemonians hauing atcheued all thinges pzoſperouſly , 
pꝛoudly reiopſing at thadierſity of his ennemtes, ſent the 
ſhippes thathe had taken(with all the boty gotten in the 
warres)decked in maner of triumph vato Lacedems & 
recepued by compoſition all the cities that were tributarp 
to the Atheniens, whych as pet continued in thep} obedis 
ence,becauſethep knew not to what end the warre would 
come,leuing nothing vnder p dominion of the Atheniens, 
ſaue onlp the bare city. Df all the which mileries when ti-

ran bp,# down the city amazed, one aſking an other what 
tidings, leking fo2 him that bzougbt che firlt newes, not 
the childzen: want of dilcretion, not the old men wante of 
ſtrͤgth, not y women weakenelle ok nature, could keepe at 
home; 
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home, ſo ſo2e did the feeling of that miſfoztune pit rce bnto 
al ages. They met together in the market ſtede, and there 
all nigbt long renewed their comon milkoztune with la- 
mentation. Dome made mone ko; their brothers, ſome fo2 
their ſonnes, ſome foz their kathers,ſome foz their kpnſe- 
kolke, and other ſome koz krendes dearer then kinſefoike, 
and amonge their pꝛiuate miſchaunces, was alwapes re- 
peated the common miſkoztune, looking fo2 none other 
but pꝛeſent and vtter deſtruction both to them ſelues and 
to their countrey,cſteming them that were aliue to be in 
wozle caſe tben them that were dead. Ech perſon ſettynge 
beloze their epes, beſiegement, hunger, and the arrogant 
enemp, bauing them in his had to wozke his pleaſure v- 
pon. And therewith came to theire remembzaunce, 
the ouerth2ow and burning of their city,the captiuitie of 
themlelues, and the moſt miſerable bondage which thepe 
were all like to be bꝛougbt vnto, Thinking the firſt ouer- 
thzowof the citie by tbe Perſians, £9 be counted happy in 
compariſon, in the which their wines # childzen,parentes 
and kinſkolke remapning in ſafe garde, they loſt nothyng 
but their houſes:wheras now they bad no ſhips left to flee 
vnto fo} ſuccour as they had done befoze: chzoughe whoſe 
helpe tbey might be defended til they were able co build a 
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fairer Citie. Aud as they were thus bewailing theyꝛ myſ- Athens is be. 
foꝛtune and miſery, their enemies comminge vpon them ese 


enuironed the towne mith a ſiege , and conſtrapned them 
greatly with hunger. Foz it was well knowen chat there 
were not many ſouldiours lekt aliue within the towne, 
and they were lo ſtraightly loked to, that no new ſuccoꝛs 
could be bzought in. By which miſchieues the Atheniẽ̃s 
being bzonght low after long famine and daily peſtylence 
deſired peace. There was long debating betwene the La- 
cedemonians and their adherentes whether it was fo bee 
graunted 02na3 , When many gave counſell veterlye to 
rote out the name ofthe Atheniens, and to ſet the City on 
fire, the Spartanes ſaid they would not condiſcend, that of

being vanquiſhed, when their army“ wberoktbe molk part 
were Atheniens) fledde toward the citie, Thraſibulus cal- 
ling to them as loud as he could crp, demaũded why they 
Gould flee from him hauing obtained the victozp, and not 
rather belpe bim as the deken doz of the liberty of them al: 
he bad them remember, that his ſouldiozs wer their own 
Citizens. and not their ennemies. And that he bad not ta- 
ken weapon in band, to the entent to take any thing from 
them being vanquiſhed, dut to the entent to reſtoze them 
ſuch thingsas had ben taken from them by otbers, pꝛokel- 
ſing that he made warre againſt the xxx.tirants, and not 
againſt the citpe. Moꝛeouer he put them in remembzance 
of the kinred , of the lawes, ok the rites and ceremonpes 
common amongeſt them; and ofthe companionſhipp that 
had bin bet wixt them in ſo many batcels in tymes paſt: be 
ſeching them to haue pitie vppon their baniſhed countrey 
men. And ik they coulde finde in their hartes to beare the 
poke of bondage ſo paciently themſelues, be beſought th? 
to reſtoꝛe him bis conntry,and he would let them at liber - 
ty againe, Me did ſo much with this perſwaſton,that when 


tbeir army was returned into the citie, thep commauded 


the rrx.cirantes to depart vnto Eleuſis, and in their ſteade 
ſubſtituted other x. to gouerne the common wealth. CA ho 
nothing abaſhed at the enſample of their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, fell 
to the lame cruelty that they had exerciſed. While theſe 
thinxs were a doing, woꝛd was bꝛought to Lacedemon, 
that ß Atheniens wereſharpe ſet vpon warre. The which 
to repꝛeſſe they ſent their king Pauſanias, who hauing cõ⸗ 
paſſion ofthe baniſhed people, reſtoꝛed the wꝛetebed city- 
ens to their tountrep againe, commaunding the x.tyrits 
to remoue oute of the Citpe vnto Eleuſis to the reſidue of 
tbeir companpe. Peace being by this meanes eſtabliſhed, 
within a few dayes akter, the Tirauntes ( diſdapnynge as 
much the reſtitutiõ of the baniſhed Citizens, as their own 
depolinges and baniſhment,as thoughe an other mannes 
liberty had benethetr bondage) made warre againſte —

derſtod,that;they meaned noleſſe but to make war when Pei a 
they ſawe they2 time. About the ſame tyme almoffc dyed baſtard. 
Darius king of Perſia, leauing behind him his two ſonnes 
Artaxerxes and Cyrus. 
De bequeathed by hls laſt wil vnto Artaxerxes the king 
dome, and vnto Cyrus the cities wherof ws at Þ time 
ruler. But Cyrus thought bis father did him wong in 
that bequeſt, and ther foꝛe pꝛiuily pꝛepared warre againſt 
bis bꝛotber. Artaxerxes hauing knowledge thereok, ſente 
koꝛ bim, and not regarding hys counterfaite pꝛetence of 
innocencp. that be purpoſed no ſuch matter, bound him in 
ketters of golde, and had put him to death. had not his mo · 
ther letted bim. Cyrus therefoꝛe being let at large, pꝛepa- 
red not warre as now anp moze ſecretlp, but openly, no2 
by dilſlimulation, but by open deliaunce: and gate greate The i vicked 
apde vnto him. The Lacedemoniansremembypng that by ar bet v ene 
his meanes, they were greatly aided in their warres with ee and 
the Atheniens(like men ignozaunt againſte whome the 
warte was rapſed,decermined to ſende aide vnco Cyrus, 
when 


taxcrxcs. 
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When occaſion ſhould require, ſœkyng both foz thanke at 
Cyrus hand, and alſo foz pardon at Artaxerxes hand if he 
ſbould get the victozp , in as much as they had attempten 
nothing againſt him openly. But inthe battell ſuche was 
tbeyꝛ chaunce, that the two bzothers meting together, en. 
countred, æ Artaxerxes was wofided by Cyrus, but by the 
ſwifcneſſe of bys hozſe he was deliuered from daunger, 
and his bzother Cyrus was ouerthzowen by the kinges 
garde, and ſlaine. And ſo Artaxerxes getting the victozy, 
obtained ibe ſpoile of his bꝛotbers warre aad bis army al- 
ſo. In that battell there were x. P. Greekes that came ts 
the aide of Cyrus, who in the winge where they ode, gat 
the bpper hande, and after the death of Cyrus, could 
neither be ouercome of ſo great an hoſt perfozce, 

no2 pet be entrappedbypolltcy.But in they 

returne homeward,thzoughſo many wilde 

& ſauage natious #,foldg a fourney,thep 

defended themſelues by theyz man;

this cõplaint bzought the king in diſpleaſure with Tyſla 
phernes; he counceled him to make bis Admprall ofthe 
ſea in ſtead ot Tyſlaphernes,Conon of Athens, who ſince 
the tyme bis countrey was conquered , liued in exile at 
Cyprus. Fo thougb the Atheniens, were bereft ot power

The Lacedemonians hauing intellts 


gence hereof, ſent an ambaſſave to the king of Egypt. deli 


ring bim to ſende Hercymones to thepꝛ apde with a num- 


ber of ſhips. He ſent themaC.galleis,and v. C. quarters 


ok coꝛne: and other ok their confcderates alſo ſente them 


great ſuccoꝛs. But vnto this great army againſt fo great 
a Captaine,tbere wanted a meete gouernour. Therefoze 
when the conkederates of the Lacedemonians xtqueſtev 
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to baue to their general Ageſilaus(at þ time king of La- 
.cedemon\ans.) The Lacedemonians debated the matter a 
great while, whither they mighte make him generall oz 
no, by reaſon ofthe anſwer of che Ozacle at Delphos, the 
effect wherof was, that the empire ſhould come to ai ende, 
at ſuch time as the rooall eſtate halted;fo2 Ageſilaus was 
lame of one fote. At the length they determined that pr 0 
were better fo2 their kyng to halte in his goinge, then the 
kingdom to hault foʒ want ofa meete gouetnour. When 
Ageſilaus was ſent into Aſia with a great holt of men, J. 
cannot thinke that euer aup couple of Captaines were ſo by 45 = Flaws . 
well matched together as they two were . Foz both in 
p:ares , in pꝛoweſſe, in wiſdome, and in pollicy,they were 
in manner all one, and in hono? fo) their enterpuſes they 
were both alike. And although foztune had made them c- 
quall in all things, pet ſhe pꝛeſerued eche of them vncon. 
queredof other. Great was the furnifure of them both to 
the warres, and great were both their attemptes and dos PETE 
inges. But the ſouldiours of Conon raiſed a mutinie a- non pe . — 
gainſt him, becauſe the kinges lieutenauntes be foꝛe tyme of Wares, 
bad bin wont co abzidge them of their wages, demaũding 
their duties ſo muche the earneſtlier, in chat they coke 
vppon them to lerue in ſo greate warresvnder la noble a The hte ot 
Chiefetapne.Conon therefoze hauinge long tyme lued in Conoruyo the 
vapne to the king by his letters , at lengtb went vnto bim *i"s 
hymſelfe, Whole pꝛeſence and ſpeache be migbt not be 
ſuffered to come vnto , becauſe hee would not wozſhpppe 
him after the maner of the Perſians, 32euertheleſſe hee

In the mean ſea- 

ſoa Lyſander who Ageſilaus(at bis ſetting foxth)hadlefe 

as his vicegerent foz tue defence ofthe countrye ,aſſebled 

a great naup, & furniſhed it with all the power he could, 

pur poſing ta try the foxtune of battell.

Athemiens.reared warte agapnſte them. The which City 

out ofinnumerableencreaſementes,th}zoughe che pꝛow- 

eſle of their Duke Epaminondas, beganne toaſppze to 

the Empire ok all Greece. There was therefoze betwene 

them a battell on the Lande, in which the Lacedemoniãs 

bad lyke ſueteſſe as in the enccunter bpon the ſea agaynſt 

Conon. In the (ame conflicte Lyſander (who was Car- 

tayne the ſame time that the Lacedemonians ſubdued the 
Atheniens.) was ſlapne. Pauſanias alſo an other of the 
Captaynes ofthe Lacedemenians bepnge appeached of 

treaſon ,fleddeinto exile . The Thebanes thrrefoze, 

hauynge gotten the vpper hande, ledde theyz whole hoſte Tyſandc: ;s 
ts the Citye of Lacedemon, thinkpng eaſily to haue won ſlay ne. 
it, beecauſe they were abandoned of all their ayde, wbych 
thyng the Lacedemonians fearpnge, ſente foz thepzkynge 
Ageſilaus) who atchieved manpe greate enterpaiſcs in 
Aſia, (to come to the defence of hys Countreye, Foz

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f fter time that Lyſander was llayne, they had none other 
x aptaiae iu whom they durft put any confidence. Neuer- 
theicfle becauſe it was long ere Ageſilaus came, they rop- 
ſe d a power 8nd went to meece they2enemp. But nepther 
their courages noꝛ they? ſtregth was able to ſtand againſt 
them, of whom they had bin put tothe wozſe ſo lately bee- 
koze, and tyerfoze at the irſt encounter they were putte fo 
Aceflivsre flight. As the hoſte of his country men when this diſcom⸗ 
coucc:h the fited, Ageſilaus the king came into the field and with hys

The commen- àgaàine, thep ſhould be bought to their olde cſtate of bon- 
dation ot iphi- page raiſed à power and (ent it to the aide of the Beotians 
— by Iphicrates a ponge gentleman not aboue xxi. pe res old, 
but of a wonverfull towardneſſe. The pꝛoweſſe of tbys 
poung man was meruelous and farre aboue bys peares. 
Fo amongeſt all the noble and valiaunt Dukes  Cap- 
taines that the Atheniens had befoze him, there was ne- 
uer none, either of greater likelihode, oz of moꝛe ripe to- 
wardnes then be was. In whome were planted not onelp 
the pointes of a god Captaine, but alſo ot a god Ozatour. 
Conon retur- Conon alſo heat ing of the returne of Ageſilaus, returned 
neth to Athens himſelfe likewiſe out of Aſia, to waſte the countrey of 


Lacedęemon. And ſo the Spartanes being encloſed on eue 


ry ſyde with feare af the warte that continually ronge in 
their eares, were bꝛought to vtter deſpaire. But Conon 
when hee had fozraged the fieldes of his enempes, made 
towarde Athens. Mher albeit he were welcommed with 
great ioye oł his country men, pet notwithſtandynge bee 
toke moze ſozrow to ſee how his country had bin burned 
and defaced by the Lacedemonians , then pleaſure of the 
reconery ofthe lame afcer ſo long tyme, Therefoze ſuche 
thinges as were burnt downe;he builded a new with the 


ſpciles- 
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ſpoiles of the Lacedemonians, and at the charges of þ ar- 
my of the Perſians, and ſuch things as were defaced, be re⸗ 
paired again, Such was the deſtenyof Athens that being 
befoze burned by the Perſians, it was repapꝛed wyth che 
boties ot the Perſians, and being now defaced by the “Lace⸗ 
demonians, it was repatred with the ſpotles of the Lacede 
monians alſo, and euen cleane cũõtrarp, to haue them now 0 
they? fellowes, whiche then were theyz enemies, e to haue 

them now they2 betermoſt enemies, with whom they were 

then knit in moſt ſtraigbteſt league of alpaunce. Ubyle 

theſe things were a doing, Artaxerxes king ot Perſia ſent an vrinerſall 
ambaſſadours into Greece, commaunding all partyes to ce en! 
ccaſe from warre, and who ſo enterpyiſed to the contrary Giese = ; 
ſbould be taken as his enemy. He reſtoꝛed vnto the cityes 

their libertye, and al that was their own. Thich thing be 

did not ſo much in regard ofthe continual labours 8c daily 

battels ot the cities, foz tbe hatred and malice tbey bare 

one to another: as leaſt while he were occupied about hys 

wars in Egipt, (the which be moucd foz ſending aid to the 
Lacedemonians againfl bis lieuetenants, )his heft ſhould "REM" 
be deteined in Greece. The Grekes therfoze being weried „Cue before 
with lo many battels, were content to obev with all thepz th<dirth 1 
hartes.This peare was notavle not onely beecauſe peace C.. 
was ſo ſodenly made thzough al Greece, but alſo beecauſe 
the ſame time the citfe of Rome was taken by the French 
men. But the Laccdemonians being now atreſt,+ lying 
in awaite fo2 aduauntage,eſpyinge the Arcadians from 
home, ſurpꝛiſeda caſtle ofthey2asgand put a garriſs ot᷑ tbeyr 
owne men therfti,The Arcadianstherfoze with the belpe 
ofthe Thebanes,chalengedtheir loſſes by the ſ\wowe. In 
that conflict Archidamus captapne of the Lacedemonians 1 
was wounded, who ſeing his men beaten downe, as van- EE, 
quiſhev,demaunded by an Peralt the deade bodies of hys ES, 
men that were flaine.tbat.chepmight be buried. Foz thys mY token of

Within a fewe 
dapes after z ucither partie attempting anye dyſpleafure,

warres againlt their neighbozs,the T hebanes vnder the 
coaduict of their taptain Epaminondas, purpoſed to haue 


The courage Won their citie ere they had bin aware of it. Aherupon in 
of the oldm̃en the beginning of the night 


they ſet foꝛth as cloſeip as tbey 
could deuile toward Lacedemon. But pet they could not 
take them buwares. Foz the olde men and other folkes 
that were vnmeete foz the warres, hauing under ſtanding 
of the appꝛoche of their enemies, met them in armour at 
the entrance of the gate:and againſt xv. M ſouldiers, not 
aboue a C. olde aud fozwozne men put themſelues to the 
encounter. So much courage and ſtrength doth the pꝛeſet 
light of a mans country and houſhold geue bim, and fo 
mucbe doth the pzeſence ot thinges geue men greater ſto- 
mackes, then tbe remembꝛante ok them being awey. Foz 
when they lam within what, and fo; what they Nwve at 
defence, they determined either to winne oz to die. A few 
old men therkoze held them tacke, whom ere the next moz- 
ning all the youth they had was not able to withſtand Im 
that battell two ofthe Capcaines of their enemies were 
ſlaine. In the meane while wozv was bzou 
ſilaus was tame, whertupon the Thebanes retired, and it 
was not long after bat cbey encountred againe, Foz the 
young men of Lacedemaa being tncenſed with the pꝛow- 
eſſe and baliaunt demeentꝛ ofthe olde men, could not bee 
withhelde, but that they would needes try the matter im- 
mediatip in open ſielde, when as the victozp was alreadye 
the Thebanes.

By the death of this man 
the proweſle of the Atheniens alſo dcayed. Foꝝ after the 
tyme that be was gane, whoſe foceſfeps they were wont 
to follow, then geuing tbemſelues all together to flotiche 
and idlenes, laſhed oute the common renenues,not oppon 
ſhips and men of warre as they had done in tymes paſte, 
but in feaſt dayes and holy dayes, and in making pzepara- 
tionfo pageants and enterludes: gathering themſelues 
together into the Cheaters, to beholve the famous ſlage 
Players and Poetes, viſicing of:ener the ſtage then the 
tampe, aud ſetting moze by Uerſifters  O2acours , then 
by captapnes. Then the common treaſure wherwith men 
of warre and Mariners were wont to be mamteined, be; 
gan to be deuided among the people of che city. By means 
wherof it came to paſſe, that while the Grekes gaue them

Fo2 when he dzve towarde 

his end by reaſon of age: he ſhewed bis ſonne Argeus the 

place where be would be buried, and willed, not only bys 
owne, but allo al the hodies ofthẽ that ould ſuccede him 

in the king dom, to be buried in the ſame place. Pzopbecp 

ing befoze,that as long as the bones of bis paſterity were 

buried there, ſo long the kingdome thould continue in bys 

family. And vpon this ſuperſtition is beleued, that bis of- 

ſpꝛing failed in great Alexander, becauſe he chaunged 5 

1 place of buriall. Argeus hauing gouerned the kyngdome 
. Argus. with iuſtice and laue of his people, left to ſucceve him bys 
} ſonne Philip:who being ſurpziſed by haſtp death left bys 
beir Europe a verp babe. But the Macedones were at cã: 
tinuall warres with the Thracians g Illyrians, by whoſe 
warres as by daily exerciſe being bardned, thep grewe ſo 
famous in feats of armes that all cheir neighbours were 
afraid ofthe.The 11lyrians,therfoze deſpiſing thinfancy: 
ofthe pong king,allailed the Macccancs wich battel;wha. 
being 
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beſng put to the wozſe,bzought fozth their king in his cra 
del andſet bim befoze the vattell beginning che fleld newe 
again:as though the cauſe of their fozmer ouerchzowe, 
bad bin the want of they kfages preſence to bzinge them 
go? tucke in the baſtell : aud that they ſhould now dowt⸗ 
tell: get the vpper hande and it were koz none other cauſe 
elſe, then that this ſuperſticion had perſwaded them they 
ſhould win.

After thys 
man ſucceded Amyntas, a rygbt renawmed Pꝛince, both 
fo) his owne pꝛoweſle, and fo2 the ſingular cowardneſſe 
of his ſonne Alexander, whom nature had endewed with 
ſo great oꝛnaments ok al vertues, that euen inthe gampn⸗ 
ges of Ol:mpus ,he bare away) pꝛiſes of diuers wagers. 
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In the meaneſeaſon Darius king of Perſia being put to 


ſhamekull flighte,and dzigen oute of Scithia, becauſe hee

cm aundment ſent ambaſſadoꝛs toAmintas king of Ma- 
cedonie, demaunding boſtages of peace that ſhould be c#- 
cluded betwen the. But thabaſſadozs being gently enter 
teined when they began to wax warme with dzinking, de⸗ 
ſired Ammtas that fozaſmuch as be had made th? ſo ſump 
tuous a feaſt, he wold alſo graũt chem the rights offamp- 
liaritp, that is to ſay )that their ſonnes,they2 wines-and 
their daugbters might come & kepe th? company,foz that 
was counted among the Perſians yas aſure token#plede 
of hoſpitalitpe.

This man alſo was notable fot his actiui- 
ty. ad endowed with all warlike qualities - Me begate of 
his wife Eurydice thze ſonnes, Alexander, Perdicas, and 
Philip the father of great Alexander, and a daughter na 
med Euryone..Andof an other wife called Cygea, be en- 
geudzed Archelaus, Arideus and Menelaus who had ſoze 
warres firſt with the Illyrians and after wich the * n- 
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thians. But hehadde ben cut ſhozt by the treaſon of hys 


wife Eurydice( who þ2a&pſing co marpe with hir Sonne The treaſe n 
in law, had taken vpon hir to kill hir huſvande and make 
hir peramoz kyng ). Ik bir daughter had not bewzaped all 

the .mothers whozedoine and craiterous conſpiracies. 

The old mn therfoze being deliuered out of ſo many pe- 

tils died, leauing the kingdome to bis elseſt ſonneAlexi- 7;,..2,.; , 
der, who in the very entraunce ok his reigne, made peace iz 2c 
with the Illyrians foz a pœce of money and veliuered bys i" 
bꝛother Philip in hoſtage. In pꝛoceſſe of time alſo by the 

ſame hoſtage heentted a league of peace with the The- 

banes, whiche thinge was a great furthecance vnto Phy- 

up iu all pzincelp vertues, wherunto he was merneloaſ- 4 
lp enclined of nature. Foꝛ during che tyme he lap inho- iche ne 
ſtage at Thebes; that Citie of auncient ſeuerity, he paſſed ther. 
bis childhode in the houſe ol the moſt renowmed captaine 

and Philoſopher Epaminondas. Exe it was long after, 

Alexãder was ſurpꝛiſed and ſlain by the treaſũ of his mos 

ther Euridice, whom Amintas(bauing taken her with the 

fault) had befoze pardoned, fo2 che Childzens ſake that be 

bad by her, not knowing that in time to come ſhe wold be 

their deſtruction.

And ther- 
foze both the Atheniens and the Lacedemonians ſet foꝛth 
men to their aide.

Then to avolich the ſhamefuil bzute that went of hys do⸗ 
ings,(thzough which he was moze ſpoken than any man

them both of their kingnomes While theſe chinges were 
a doing. the ambaſſadozs of Athens came vnto him to de. 
ſire peace, hom he hear d, and ſent other ambaſſavours 
with them with Articles ot peace to Athens, ubere to the 
commodity of both parties the peace was concluded. Out 
ok the other cities of Greece tame ambaſſadoꝛs alſo, pot ſo 
much foꝛ deſice of his frendſhip as foꝛ fcare of warre. F 02 
the Thebancs and Beotians of bery rancoz that bopled in 
their ſtomackes, requeſted him to ſhew himſelfe as Caps 
taide of Grece againſt the Phocenſes accozding as he hay 
pꝛofeſled himſelfe to be. So ſoze were thep inflamed with 
hatred againſt the Phocenſes, that btterly fozgettiag their 
owne llaugbters, thep had rather periſh tbemſelues, than 
ſufcer them vnde ſtroped:and had rather to abide che cru. 


elty of Philip which they bad taſted cfalreaby, than foʒ · 


beare their enemies. On the contrary parte the Phocen- 
ſes with the ambaſſadoursof Lacedemon and Athens, be- 
ſought bym that be would not make warre, whiche they 


bad already thꝛee times bought of at bys hand with theyꝛ 


money. Surely it was a foule and miſerable ſight, to be- 


holde Greece ( which euen pet both in ſtrength and digni⸗ 


tie was Pꝛince lle of the whole wozld,alwayes # conque- 
reſſe of kinges and contreys, and as pet ſtili the Lady of 
many cities) daunſing attendaunce in a fozraine land and 
there entreating koꝛ warre 02 peace, to hange altogether 
bpponan other mans ſleeue.Andtbat the reuengers of þ 
whole wald, ſbold be bꝛougbt to tbat point thꝛough their 
own diſcozd and ciuil watres, that they ſhould be glad to 
kawne vpon thole, who not long befoze were þ viteſt part 
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therefo2e he thoughte it a greater diſhonour to rewarde 
him wytb co lyttle, then to geeue bim nothinge at all, 
Foz the Scythians were eſteemed by che courage of mind 
and har dines ok bod, and not fo? their ſubſtaunce. Philyp 
ſepng himlelfe ſkozned in this wiſe, bzake vp bis ſiege at 
Byzance, and bent his whole power againſt Scythia, And 
becauſe he would make them the moze careleſſe, he ſence 
bis Ambaſſadoures befoze to declare vnto kyng Mathey, 
that while he beſieged Byzance, he bowed an image vnto 
Hercules, the which he was cõming ta erect in the mouth 
of the rfuer of Danow, deſiring to haue peaceable accelle 
to the per koꝛmaunce ofhis vow to Godward,foz he would 
not come other wile then as a frend to the Scythians. The 
king ſenthym woꝛde the t if he would perfozme his bow, 
be ſhould ſend him the Image, pꝛomiſing that it ſboulde 
not onely be ſet vp. but alſo remayne and ſtand ſafe. But 
as to ſuffer any army to come within his bozders, that he 
denied vtter ly And ik he would attempte to place the J- 
mage whether the Scythians would oz no, be ſhoulde no 
ſoner bee gone, but be woulde pull it downe againe, and 
turne the bꝛaſſe of it into lpeare beades and arrow heads. 
The minds of both parties being in this wiſe ſtirred. they 
encountred in open ſtelde. The Scythians whereas thep 
were ot greater power and mo in number, were notwith- 
ſtanding ouercome by Phillippes pollicie. Twenty thou- 
ſand women and chtidzen were taken p2iſoners , and a 
greate botie of catell, but of golde and ſiluer nothyng at 
all, whiche was a ſufficient triall and pꝛote of the Scythi- 
ans pouertie. Twenty M. fapꝛe Mares were ſente into 
Macedonie to bꝛœde. But as Philip returned out of Scy- 
thia, the Tribals mette hym by the wap.denping bim paſ- 
ſage through theyz country, vnleſſe they mygbte haue 
parte of his botie. Perenpon they fell to woꝛdes, and 
ſoove after to hande ſtrakes. In which lkir miſhe Philip 
was ſo ſoze wounded in tye thyghe , that bys hozſe was 
llaine vnder him, and he left foz deade, by meanes 3

quiſhed. dened with continuall warfare that tbey put them to the

at the ficſt, he would neuer ceaſe, vntil he had ſubdued al 
Greece. Some being moued herewith ioyned themſelues 
to the Atheniens, other ſome foꝛ feare of the warre, toke 
part with Philip. WhT it came to the encoficer,although 
tbe Atheniens, mere farre mo in number than their .ene- 
The Atheni- mies:pet notwithſtandyng the Macedones were ſo har- 
wozſe.

The ſame time 
was Mathye king ofthe Scythians, who being ouerchar» 
ged ib the warres of j Iſtrians,veſired help of Philip by þ 
Apollonians, pꝛomiſing to adopt him king of Scythia. 


But in the meane ſeaſon the king of p Iſtrians departinge 


out of this life, deliuered the Scy thians both from feare of 
battel, and from neade ok help. Matheyetherfoze ſendyng 
the Macedones home again, willing thẽ to beare wozd to 
thep2 maſter, that be neither requeſted him dt ſuccour noꝛʒ 
pet gaue the Apollonians cũmiſſion co adopt bim. Foꝛ net 
ther had the Scithians neede ok the xeſcues of the Mace- 
dones, ſeing they were better men then they were, and as 
fo: beir hee needed none, as longe as heehavve a ſonne 
ok his owne in healthe. Upon che receyte of this meſſage, 
Philip ſent Am ü cage king Matheyc,requpzinge 
ſome what toward the charges of bis ſiege, leaſt he ſhould 
be canſtrayned thꝛougb pouerty to bꝛeake vp his warres; 
Towhiche requeſt he ougbte ok reaſon ſo much the wpl- 
linglier to condeſcend, in that he did not allow the ſouldt- 
ers that he ſent to his aide, ſo muche as conduit monepe, 
to lind them by the wap, noz gaue them any rewarde fo2 
their gentleneg.

Wiherupon it came to paſſe befoze this time that he fell at 
wozbes at the table, ſttſt with Attalus, and after with bis 
kather. In ſo muche that his kather purſued him with his 
ſwozd dꝛawne, and his frendes had much ado to entreate 
him to bold bis hand from killing him. A pd which occaſts 
on Alexander with his mother fled vnto his vncle into E- 
pyre, and from thence went to the king ok the I!l:rians, F 
would ſaarce by any meanes bee reconciled to bis father 
when he ſent foz him: and bis krendes had much a vooe to 
entreat bim to rcturne. Oly mpias alſo was pꝛocuring her 
brother Alexander king of Epyre to raiſe warre agopnſt 
Philip, and ſhe had obtained her ſute, if be bad not pzeuF- 
ted him wich the mariage cf bis daugbter, and made him 
bys ſonne in lame. Thele thinges therfoze are thought to 
haue haſted Pauſanias fozward to diſpatcbe the dede, who 
was angry befoze both with Attalus foz bys beaſtlineſſe 
and with the king fo2 putting vp his complaint wythout 
redzelle.This is certaine,thatOlympias had laid poſt hoz-

in feare,and alſo leave ſomewhat fo2 them chat ſhold com 
affer bim to talke of.His ſauldioures neuer did woꝛke in 
all theyʒ liues wich better wils. Therfoꝛe when they had 
diſcoinfited theyzennemies they retired into ehem agayne 
wyth great cope, Fromthence Alexander went to the rt- 
uer Aceſine, and by the ſame be ſailed to the Ocean where 
be coke to mercye the Geſſones and Afy banes which were 
founded by Hercules. e 
From hence again he ſailed to p Ambres and Sicibres, 


raliantnefle, ; which met him with foure ſkoꝛe chonſande forcemen,and 
Soo the ſkoze thouſand hoxſmen.TUhen he had gotten the vp 


per band of them, he led his boſt againſt cheir citp, whycb 
be linding neſtitute ok defendances, as be looked from the 
wall. ( the which be firſt of bis men had ſkaled ) hee lepte 
into the plaine of the citye without any of hys gard about 
bim. Mhen his enemies ſawe him there alone, they ran 
at hym on all des with a great ſhout , endeuorynge ik 
they could to ftaith the-warres'of that whole woozlve in 
one mannes deache, and ta be reuenged vppon him foz ſoo 
many nations. Alexander on the contrary parte as mans 
fully withſtode che, and being but one man alone, foughte 
againff ſo many thouſands. Itis not almoſt co be ſpoken, 
that neither che nomber ol his enemies, noꝛ the force and 
multptude 
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multitude of their wes pons, noz their confuſed noyſe as 


- they allaileg bim, couid make him afraid, and that beyng 


but one alone, be ſhoulde beate downe and put to flighte ſs 
many thouſandes . But when he perceiued himſelf to ber 
ouercharged with the multitude, be wichdzue Himſelfe to 
a blocke that ſtode by the wal, by help wherof ſtanding in 
lafegar de, her held them all cacke ſo longe, till his frends 
knowing in what perill he ſtode, leapꝛd down bato hym. 

Ok whom many were llain, and che battell hong in doubt, 
until the time that all his army hauinge ouerthꝛowen the 
walles) came to bis reſkue. In that conflict beyng ſtriken* 
with an arrow vnder che rige pappe. when he bad bled (a 
ſoze that he coulo not ſtand fo febleneſſe. he kneled on hys 
kene, and ueuer leſt ſighting vncil he had ſlain him of whom 
he was wounded.

As he was in 
his wap returning towards Babilon from the furtheſt 
landes 5; bozdered'Vpon the Ocean, tidings were bꝛought 


of Affrike, and alſo ot Spaine, Sicil, Fraunce, Sardinia , 
and many of Italy did waite foz bis comming at Babilon, 
So great a terrour bad the fame of his name ſtriken into 
the hartes ofallthe world, that all nations as if they had 
determined to acknowledge him faz their ſoueraign lozd, 
were glad to fawne bpon him. Foz this cauſe therefoze as 
be was making ſpede to Babilon{as it were to hold a per 
liament of the whole woꝛlo One of the wiſemen told him 
that it was not god fox him co come there;affirming that 
it was 5 place where he ſhould dic, Therupon he left Ba- 
bilon aud went to the citie Byrſe beyond the tiuer Eaphra 
tes which erewhiles lap deſolate, There che hiloſepher 
Anaxarchus thꝛough bis perſwaſt6 compelled bym codes 
ſpiſe the fozeſavinges of the wiſemen as falſe and vncer · 
eaine,fozaſmuch as if they were determined by deſtenye, 
men were not pꝛiup to them, oz if they were ozdapned by 
the law of nature, it was not poſſible fox a man to auopd 
them. Returninge therfoze fo Babilon when be bad ſpẽt 
many dapes iu idleneſſe, bee ſet vppe anew hir feaſtinge 
which he bad left of now a god while, and geuing himſelf 


altogether to riofe,ſpent day and night in reuelyng. And 


immediatlp vpon a banker, the Paiſition Theſſalus made 
a rere ſupper, and deſired the king aud his Loꝛds vntait. 
Alexander tooke a Cuppe in bis hand, and as he was in 5 


mid deſt of hes dzoughe, ſodapnly he gaue a great ſigh as 


thouge he 
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thoughe ber had bin ſeriken to the harte with a dagger: 


and bepng caried from the banket halfe deade , was toz- 


mented wpth ſo intollerable payne , that bee deſpꝛed to 
haue a ſwoꝛd to ridde hymſelfe out of bis life withall, and 
when anp manne touched hym, it was as grecuous to 
bym, as if they hid wounded bim. Pis frendes cauſed it to 
be noyſed, that his exceſſine dꝛonkenneſſe was the cauſe 
ok yis diſeaſe. But in bery dede it was the treaſon of them 
ſelues, the ſlaunder wherof was ſnppꝛeſſed by che power 
ol them that fucceeded.

ing his moſt veare frendes murdered, his ſonne in lawe g 


Alexander of Lynceſt put to death, and himſelke (after his 
noble enterpꝛyſes atebyeued in Greece, )not ſo muche àc- 
cepted fo2 his labour as bad in diſdaine, therunto being 
tickled with divers coplaints made by Olympias, A lexan 
ders mother, and mozeouer considering what ſtraigbt Jus 
ſtice and cruell execution was latelp befoze done vpon the 
Ipeutenaunt%ofſondzy ceuntryts) could gather no leſſe 
by the pꝛemiſſes, but that bee himſelt᷑ alſo was ſent fo2 cut 
of Macedone, not to attende bpon hym in bis warres, but 
to bee punithed as other had bin. Therefoꝛe te the intente 
to pꝛeuent the kinges pur poſe, he ſent hys ſonne Caſſan- 
der pʒiuily with poyſon, the which Caſſander with Philip 
and lolla his brothers, were wonte to ſerue the kyng et 
bys Table. And the foꝛce of the poyſon was ſo greet that 
there was neither bꝛaſſe, pꝛon, no2 earthen veſſell , tbat 
was able to holde it, noꝛ it coulde not be caried any other 
wiſe chen in the hofe of 8 hoz(e, laying ſtratght charge vs 
pon bis ſonne that he ſhoulde not truſt any man ſaupnge

Fox this cauſe ther koꝛe was the banket pꝛepazed and 
begon a new inp houſe T heſſalus Philip & lolla wbyche 
were wont to be the kynges cup bearers and his taſtere, 
bad the poyſon in cold water, the which water theytaſte d 
and caſt it vpon the dzinke.

bis hepꝛes bys ſonne Pygmalion aud his daughter Eliſa 
n inide ok moſt excellent veautye. But the people delp- 


uered che kyngdome to Pygmalion bepaga vero childe, 
Eliſa alſo was maryed to her uncle Sycheus the pꝛieſt of 
Heeules, the which Roome is of greateſt honoure nexte 
vnta the kpnge - This manns hadde greatt Ncheſſe vut 
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no manne knewe where chep were, and fo2 feare of the 
Rynge, be havde hidden bys goulde, not in houſes but in 
the Grounde. 

Mhych thinge though men knewe not of certaintye, 
pet it was caminonlye ſo repoꝛted, with the wbych Bꝛute 
Pygmalion beinge incenſed, foꝛgetting all bonde of na- 
ture, without anp reſpect ot godlyneſſe, killed his Uncle 


bepng allo bis bzother in Lawe.Eliſa deteſting ber Bꝛa⸗ The pollicie 
tber a greate whple after foʒ doynge of this wicked act, o. Divo to 
at the laſt diſſemblinge ber in warde hatred, and bearyng ape from 


ter brother. 


a faire tountenaunte tawardes bpm foz the tyine , pꝛac. 

tiſe d pꝛiuely to flye awape. and takynge into her compa- 
nye certain ot the Noble Men, whom ſhe kne we to beare 
loke hatred to the kynge. and to haue like deſire of flying 
a wape : ſhe came to hir bother with a pollicye ,fepuinge 
that ſhe woulde remoue out of her owne houſe, and come 
dwell with him. to the entent the ſighte of her Huſbands 
bouſe,ſhoulv not contianaily rene we her ſoꝛo we which 
ſhe couefed4o fozget,and to the entent the bitter remF- 
bzaunce of hym ſhaulde not anpe moze waue bcfoze ber 
eyes. Pygmalion was wel contented to heat his ſiſter ſap 


thole mooꝛdes, becauſe be chought (hre woulde bꝛpng her 


buſvanySycheus gold with bir. But Elſa cauſed the kin 
ges (eruaunces that were lent hir to helpe to remoue hir 


ſtuffe, to goe into ſhyppes and carp her richelle with tbe 


in the ſhutting in of the euening. And when ſhe bad them 
a good way from the ſhoze, ſhe compelled them to tbꝛow 
cercaine bagges and cofers full of ſande into the ſea ma · 
kyng them beleueit was monpe. Then ſhe hir lelfe wee⸗ 


ping with piteous voyce,veſaught'her huſband Sycheus 


receive bis richeſſe fo2 an offrynge , whych bad bpn the 
caule of bis death.7Ubich don ſhe turned her ſeifto p kĩ⸗ 


ges ſeruaſits,ſaping p þ time was come that ſhe ber ſelf. 


Hold receive che death that ſhe ſo ſoze hadlõged fo & that 
they houl>e abide bitter toʒmentes foʒ making awap the 


richefle,c” gir huſvandSycheus,foz.couetoulneſfe wherof 
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the king hadde mur thered hym. Bp putting chem all in '\\ 
this feate, they we te contented to goe away with hir. 
M>eouer a great number of the nobility, which were in 
readineſſe fo2 the ſame pur pole, ſet foxth wich hir, and ſa 
hautig made ſacrifice again vnco Hercules, whoſe pꝛieſt 
Sycheus was, they fozſoke their cauntrye to ſeke them a 
ne w owellyng place. The firſt lande that they arriued at 
was the Tlie of Cyprus, where the pꝛieſt of Iupiter with 
a bys w ke aud childzen by the comm iundemẽt of the God 
 off.edhimſelfe to Eliſa as a companion and pertaker of 
Ill her foztune,vppon couenaunte, that he and his poſte⸗ 
rity ſhould foxeuermoze eniope the bonaur of the pꝛieſt- 
The vvycked hode. The condition was the manner of the Cyprians to 
eee ot the (end their maidens befoze they ſhould be married to the 
tlas. ſeas ſide, there to earne their mariage mony certain dais 
with the abuſe of their bodies, and to make offeringes to 
Venus koʒ the pzeſaruatton of their chaſticy all their li- 
ues after. Of theſe ſoꝛt of women, Eliſa commaunded bir 
menne to take vp foure ſkoze oꝛ there aboutes that were 
pong maidens, and ta ſhyp tbem, chat ber pong Penne 
mygbt haue wiues, and the city encteaſe ok iſlue. 
Chile theſe thinges were a doing, Pygmalion knowing 
of the flying awaye of bis ſiſter, purpoled to purſue her 
wickedly with battell and coulde bardlybe perſwaded by 
the eutreatance of his mother, and the thꝛeatnings of þ 
Gods to be in quiet. To whom the P2ophecs being enſpi⸗ 
red with the ſpꝛit of p2ophecy,declared that he ſhould not 
eſkape vnpuniſhed,if he wente aboute to hinder the ad; 
uauncementofa City ſo foztunate; as the like was ſkarſe 
to be found againe in al: the woꝛloe. By meanes wherof 
they tbat fled had ſufficient lepſure toeſkape.Eliſa there⸗ 
foze atriuinge fn tbe coaſtes of Affrike, moued to frend- 
ſhippe che iahabitauntes ofthe place ,whiche were wont 
to retoyce at che comming of ſtraungers and entercourſſe 
of marchaundiſe . Akterwarde purchaſingg a piece of 
grounde, as much as myght be compaſled abo with an 
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Oxe Hide, wherein to refteſhe ber Company whych was 
wearp of ſg longe ſaylinge,vntil ſhe ſhould take her jour» 
nep agapne, ſhe cauſed the hide to be cut into longe ſlender 
Thonges, by meanes whereof ſhee had a greater piece of 
Ground than ſhee demaunded, whereuppon euer after the 
place was called Byrſa. Afterward by the often repapꝛe of 
the Mepgbbours there aboutes, who foz couetouſneſſe of 
gain bzought many thinges to ſell to the ſtranngers, and 


builded them houſes to dwell amonge theim at length by 


mutch refozt of people it became as good as a city. Mo ea 
uer the Ambaſſadozs of Vrica,bzought pꝛeſentes to em 
as to their kinſfolke,cncouraginge;them to builde a city in 
the lelfe ſame place where tbey had purchaſed a dwelling, 
The Afres alſo were deſirous to detaine the Straungers 
Nil. Mherkoze by the good conſent of al pzrties, Carthage 


was builded,and a pearely rent pap fox che Grounde that The bui dinge 


the Citty ſtandeth vpon. | 

In the firſt foundation digging,there was fofid an Oxe 
bead, which betokened, that it ſhould be u very fruitefull 
and plencifuil lande, but that the Citty ſhould be alwaies 
labouringe, and alwapes in bondage. Where vppon the 
City was remoued to another place. There tbep founde 
a Ooꝛſe heade, which ſignified that the people ſhoulde bee 
warlicke and of great power, and ſo in that place they 
builded the City with good Lucke. 

Then ſhvzcly after by che concourſe of che Countreys 
there a boutes, reloꝛtinge thither fo2 the od opinion they 
badof the newe City, ic became agreate and Populousg 
fowne. At ſutch time as Carthage began to bee in Flourie 
ſhing eſtate and richeſſe, Hiarbas kinge of Mauritany cal. 
linge to bim tenne of the Pzinces of the Afres, ſent cheym 
to fetch Eliſa ta be his Mpfe, and tell ber that if ſhe refu⸗ 


ſed lo to doe hee woulde make Marre vopon ber. 7Tibich requirerh Dido 
meſſage the Ambaſſadours beinge afraide to doe to tbe te. 


Qucene, wente to wozke wyth her crafre'p after the Na- 
ture gf/ ares , declatinge that theyz Kinge demaunded 
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ſome perſon, that coulde learne bym and his Afres moꝛe 


ciuill manners and trade ok liuinge, but hee coulde fynde 
none that would vonchlafe to fozſoke his ewne kniſfolke 


to go amonge ſutch bar batous people that liged after the 
manner of bzute beaſtes. 


Then beinge rebuked of the Queene that they woulde 


ſhunne any harde kinde of liuinge, foz the laulfegarde of 
their Countrep, ( foz wbych euen the very Lyfe it ſelfe 


oughtto be ſpent, if nee de ſboulde ſo requpze, theyvete- 
red'tbe Kinges Commaundement, ſapinge that ſhte muſt 
du he ſelle ſame thinges bir ſelte that ſhee taught others 
to do, if ſhe deſired the (aulfety of ber City. Beinge ſur- 
pꝛiſed by this ſubtelty, when ſhee bad a great while coge- 
ther called vppon the name of her huſband Sycheus, with 
many teares, and lamentable complaints, at the laſt ſhee 
aunſwered ſhe woulde goe whetber as ber owne deſtenp, 
and the deſteny of her City ca!ſedher. Upon this matter 
takinge. ij. nioneths reſpite,ſhe cauſed a great fire to bee 
made in the vetermoſt part of tbe Citp (as it bad bene to 
pactfp the Ghoſt of ber firſt Huſvande, and to do ſacrifice 
to him befoze ſhe ſhoulde Marty againe. W here afcer tbe 
Sacrifilinge of many Beaſtes,taking a lwoꝛd in her hav, 
ſhee went vp to tbe coppe of the pile that was ſet on fire, 
and lo lokinge toward the people, hee ſayde ſhe would go 
tc her buſband accozdinge to the kinges commanundemeg 
and with that woꝛde ſhe thꝛuſte the Swoꝛde to her heart. 
As lõge as Carthage was vnuãquiſhe d, ſhe was woꝛſbip- 
ped fo2 a Goddeſſe. "This City was butived Thzceſcozes 
twelue peares befoze Rome, whoſe pniſſaũce as it was vos 
table in the Narres, ſo in þ time of peace th Eſtate was 
troubled with ſundzp Pilkoztuncs, and ciuili vebate. 
Furchermoze when atnonge ocher miſchicues, they were 
ſoze vered wich the Plague, fo the remedy thereof, they 
bſed a bloudy kinde of Religion, abbominable wicker d- 
neſſe, Fo2 they offered Men in Sacrifice snd kgied vpon 
the Aulcers,the Junocent pounglinges {which e was 
Kant 
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wont to pꝛonoze euen the enemy to pity) ſeekinge to paci⸗ 


pe the Goddes with the bloude of them foꝛ whoſe life the 
Goddes are wont moſt of all to be pꝛaped vnto. There - 


foze the Gods beinge wozthely wzoth, and turned from 


them fo2 ſo great wickedncſſe, when they had made warre 
a long time in Sycil to their vttet veſfruction; and there⸗ 
vpon remoued the warte into Sardinia there hauinge loſt 
tue greater parte of their hoſt, they were vanquiſhed in a 


ſoze kougbtẽ battell. Foz which cauſe they baniſhed with , C pnayne & 
thoſe few that re mapned ot dis armp,) their captapn Ma- hi- Armyc Ba- 
ch æus, under whoſe guidance they bad conquered part -£ eee, 
Sycill, and atchieued many great aduentures agsinſte the . 


Afres. Ahich thinge the men ol lar te takinge in great 
diſpleaſute, ſent ambaſſadours of Carthage, fyzNentrea- 
tinge foz returne into their Countreye,and foꝛ Pardon ot 
their vnkortunate warrekare, and therewithall telling thẽ 
tbat it theo might not obtapne their requeſt by entretaũce 
they would win it by the ſwoꝛde. Whe the. Ambaſladozs 
could get nathinge, nepther by fayze meanes no} by foule, 
witbin a few dapes after, they cooke-ſhippinge, and came 
to the City all in Armour.

Albeit that Antiochus was vã- 
quiſhed, and that Eumenes had ſepſcp tiito his hands the 
moſt parte of Aſia,yctcould not the bzothers agre, Chen 
that the pꝛay was loſt, foʒ whiche they lr iued lo ſo2e-but 
leaupnge the kozrain enemp, chep renued the war one to 
deſtroy another.

The king 1yked: the 
Hannibal. counſell well, and there vpon one of Hanniballes retinue 
was ſent vnto Carthage, ta ſtirre chem to the war beinge 
of themſelucs all readye deſirous thereof, declarynge 
vnto them tbat Hann bell would ſhoztlpe come thither 
with an armp. 
Zeuerthelelle be was eren to ſaye nothinge to the 
kattions, but only that ibe Carthaginẽſes wanted hart. foꝛ 
Aſia ſhould find them both men and Money. IU bẽ news 
herok came to Carthage, the meſſenger was appꝛebended 
by the enemyes of Hinibal,and beinge bꝛougbt int o the

Senate. In as much as this matter was not the peculier

Antiochus at Epheſus, delivered him theire commiſſion 
from the Senate. Duryng the tyme they lay tferc- ge- 
uing attendance fp2 them anſwere, dap by day they were 
euer in hand wich Hanniball, ſaynge that there was no 
rauſe why he ſhould baue fled ſo feat fully out of his coun 
try ſepnge the Romaynes with all fapthfulnes obſerued 
the peace concluded not ſo much wich tbe body ol the tom 
mon weale of Carthage, as with bim:conſiderynge tbep Flatierye, 
knew he had made warre agaynſt the Romapnes, not ſoo 
much ko} ill wil be bare towardes theym, as fo the loue 
be bare towardes bis country, in whiche quarell euerpe 
good man ought to ſpend his life.

bys adupſe. In the meane ſeaſon it was told him that Li- 
uius Menenius, a Romapne captapn,appopnted admiral 
of che ſea by the Senate, was comminge towar des him 
with foure ſcoꝛe ſhippes of warre, which tydinges putte 
bim in good comkoꝛt to recouer his miſtoʒtune. Therfozs- 
be determined to encounter with bim by che wape, befoze 
that the cityes which as pet hild theire aliance wpch bym 
were reuolted to the Romayns, hopinge to aboliſſe tbe 
diſhonour of py viſcomfyture taken in Greee, by a new vic 
toꝛp.

molt expert and valiant captapnes Sylla c Lucullus, with 

diners others and in fine. Cneus Pompeius overcame in 

ſuch ſoz, that he ſtil roſe wyth greater fozſe and pꝛoweſſe 

to renue the wars, & by bis loſſesſemed euer tobe made 

moze terrible to them. Finally at the length he was not 

vanquiſhed as an ennemp, bnt in his old age leauyng bis 

ſonne co bee his hetre , hee diſpatched himſelle by wilful 

death in bis owne kyngdome , where his anceſters had 

reygned of long continuance. The very wonders of hea- Comete. 
uen did pzognoſticate what a great man he ſhould bee foz 

both the ſame pere that he was bozne, and the ſame peare 

be firſt began his reigne, there appeared by the ſpace of 

thꝛeſcoꝛe and ten dayes,at both tymes ſuch a blaſing ſta! 

that all the ſky ſeined to be on ſier. Foz it was ſo big, tha 

it occupped a quarter ofthe heaven and it was ſo bꝛygb 

that it blemiſhed the light ofthe Sunne, and when it roſi 

oz wente downe, it conſumed four howres at eche eye. 

When he was achild his owne Gouernours went about 

to deſtroye him ſetting him vpon a rough hozſe , and cõ- 

pelling bim colearue co ryde q; to turne pe. The which 

attempt followpng not chepz mynds as they woulde haue 

bad becanſe Sydg Pꝛynce Mythridates, ruled þ hozſe bet 

ter then was loked fo2 in one of his age) they aſſayed him 

with poyſon. (hereof he caſting perilles befoze dꝛonke 

eryacle oftentymes by meanes wherof, he ſo ſtaped his 

bodye, with tried and exquilitpue medicines , that when 

he was old he would haue popſoned hitnfelfe & could not 


Alter this, fearyng leaſt his enemyes woulde compas 5 
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thing by weapon, which they toulde not do by benim, bee 
counterkapted a deſire of buntinge where thzoughe by the 
ſpace of fower peres, he came not vnder any roofe, eytber 
of houſe in the Cittye,o2 cottage in the councry:but wan; 
dered vp and downe in fozeſtes and woodes, and reſted the 
night tyme in mountapnes, ſometyme one wbere, and ſom 
tyme another, no man knowing where was bis haunt, & 
enured himlelke epther to chaſe o2 to purſue the wyld bea; 
ſtes on fote, and with ſome of them to encounter by playn 
foꝛce. By meanes wherof he both auopded al treaſon, and 
alſo hardened his body to abyde all kynde of trauell and 
labo .) Afterward when hee came to take the kyng dome 
vpon him, immediatly he ſec his mynde, not ſo muche too 
gouerning as to enlarginge the ſame. Therfoze be mar⸗ 
uelous koꝛtunatly ſubdued the Scithians who befoze that 
Dape wer neuer conquered , who had vtterlp veſtroped 
Zopyron the captapne of greate Alexander with thyꝛtye 
thouſand armed menne, which had ſlapne Cyrus kyng of 
Perſia, with two hundzed thouſand menne of war and had 
put to flight Phillip'king of Macedone. Being thus en · 
creaſed in ſtcength,he conquered Pontus, & conſequenclp 
Cappadocia. Then with certapne of his frendes,hee went 
ſecretlye diſguyſed out ol bis owne kpngdome , wythout 
knowledge of any man,wandzing thzough Aſia,, vewed 
the ſituatton of all the citties and Pꝛouinces of the ſame, 
From thence hee trauailed otter Bythinia, and as chough 
be had bene alreadp Lozd of Aſia he deuyſedall chynges 
that myght help to kurther him towarde his conqueſt. Af 
ter this, when all men beleued he had bene dead, he retur⸗ 
ned home into his owne realme, where bee found a lyttle 
ſonne, whom Laodice his ſiſter and wyfe, bad de bzought 
him fo2th in his abſence. But in che middes of the ioy that 
was made fo2 bis returne and fo? che byztb of bys Cþy'd, 
be was in daunger to be poiſoned. Foz hys ſiſter Laodice, 
beleupng bim to be desde. and tberupon abuſing ber body

After, when wynter dꝛe w nigb. be ſpente not the tyme 
in keaſtyng, but in feates of armes:not in pdleneſſe, but in 1 
exerciſe: not among carpet knigbts, but epther in iuſting Mythrkdarsin 
and tourning, iu runuing on foote & on hozſebacke, oz els — 
in wzeſtlyng and trpall of ſtrength among bis Bieres · im. 
Alſo he dayly enured his men of warre by lyke exercyſe, 
to abpde laboz and trauell as well as himſelf By meanes 
wherofas he was inuincible himſelf,ſo made he his holt 
inuincible alſo. Then entred he in league wich Nycome- 
des and inuaded Paphlagonia, the whiche be conquered, 
and parted it with his companions. When woozde was 
bzought tothe Senat, that cheſe kyngs had ſubdued this 
councry,thep ſent Ambaſſadours to them both,comaun- .

tence of helping hys ſiſters ſonne,driuerh Nicomedes out of 
the Real me, by a'cautell ryddeth hs ſaid ſiſters sonne of his 
life, and maketh one of his ovvn ſonnes kyng. The Cappadocians re- 
bel & ſet vp Ariarathes, the brother ofthe king ſlain before; vVhom 
Mythridates ouercommeth, & driueth him out of the realm, the ſayde 
Ariarathe; dieth, vvherupõ Nicomedes ſuborneth a beautiful yong 
man vnder the collour of being brother to the ſaid Ariarathes to ſuc 
to the Senat of Rome tor the kingdom Mithridates ,doth the like 
vvitk an other of his ovvne ſonnes, The Cappadocians being ſer at 
liberty deſire a king. Ariobarzanes is apointed by the Senat. Mythri- 
dates *ntereth in league vvith Tygranes kyng of Armeny,vvho ex- 
ullein Ariobarzanes out of Cappadocii,the Romains ſend theyr 
ä — to ſet Ariobarzanes again in his kingdom. Mythridates 
waketh great preparation and furniture for the vvarres, he encoura- 
eth his 1ouldiers and conſulteth of the ordering of his vvarres. Pto- 
f omy king of Cyrene obteininge the kingdome of Ægipt atter the 
death of his brother,vvorketh moſt extream cruelty againſte thau - 
thors of his promociou. The Ambaſſadours of Rome come to alcx- 
andria,Prolomy flieth out of Ægipt, maketh vvarre againitthe ſame, 
and comitteth moſt curſed cruelneſſe againſt his ovvn children. The 
eourteſie shevved by theking of Parthia to Demetrius, his pryſoner. 
Demetrius ſtealeth avvay ty viſe, and is fet back again. Antiochus the 
brother of Demetrius, maketh vvarre againſtthe parthiaus, Deme- 
trius is let go into Syria. antiochus is ſlain and al his hoſt murdered 
by aſodainconſpiracy.

tothe Sarmatians ,and ſome to the Baſtarnes, to requeſt Ie git 
them of they apd and help Foꝛ all theſe Macions had he Rmaincs 
allured a good while befoze,by ſhe wyng cbem frende ſhip 

and pleaſure diuers wapes, euer ſynce be kyꝛzſt pur poſed 
warre againſt the Romayns.Pozeouer he ra pſed an W. 
Ws 1 | ” 
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of menne in Scichia, and armed all the Eaſte agapn the 
Romapnes. It was no greate matter foz bim therfoze, to 
ouercome Aquilius and Malchine hauſnge none but the 
men of Aſia, auout them. Akter the diſcomfptnre of whom 
and of Nicomedes, all the tityes were glad to ſeke his fg- 
u02. There he found great plentye ok gold and ſiluer, layd 
vp in ſtoze by the kynges in tymes pa ſt, and much furnie 
ture fo2 the wars. And foz aſmuch as thoſechinges made 
greatlyto his furtberance, (he releaſed the cities al their 
dettes, as well publique as pꝛiuate, and exempted theym 
frelyfrom all charges, as wel of the warres, as of Try- 
butes and taxes fo flue ta te ſpace, Then aſſembled hee 
bis ſouldiers befoze them, and encouraged them with di- 
uers exhoztations to wariagainſt che Romains, other wiſe 
cald the wars of Aſia. The copy of which Dzation I baue 
thougbt wozthy to be put into this wozkecalbeic I couet 
to be ſhoꝛt in the lame maner, as Pompeus Trogus hath 
invirecely ſet it koꝛtch becanſe he finpeth fault with. Liuie 
and Saluſt,fo2 putting Ozations in theyꝛ wozks directly 
as they were ſpoken,fo2 that by ſoo doyng tbey exceded þ

&acnot vvar. it were better to haue war o2 peace with þ Romains: but 


nowthere was no remedye but to goe thꝛoughe with the 
matter, and not co feare them yea chough there were no 
hope ofvicto2y at al. Foz all men woulb dꝛaw tbeire we- 
apons vpon theues, though not to defend themſelues, yet 


to revenge their deaths. But foz as much as he purpoſed 


not to debate, whicher it were mete to be fnquiee(conſive 
ryng ehey were not ouely ennempes in hart, but alſo han 
encountered like enempes in open fle[de ) he would faine 
know by what meanes, and vpon what hope thep houlve 
mapntayn d wars 5 they had begon. Neuertheles he had 
good hope of the bictoꝛy. it ſo be they bad good hartes. 
That the Romapnes mygbt be overcome, bis ſouldiers 
that venquiſhed Aquilius in Bythinia and Malchinius in 
Cappa- 
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Cappadocia, knewe as well as be. But if beechonghe che 
Examples of other Men coulde maue tbem moze , than 
their owne experiences, be herd ſap that Pyrrhus kinge ol 
Epyre, hauinge no mo but fine choutande Macedones in 
bis hoſt, vanquiſhed the Romaynes in thꝛe pitched fieldes: 
He hearde lay that Hanniball by the ſpace of. xi. yeares 
abode fn Italy lyke-aconquerour, and had taken the City 
of Rome it ſelfe had not the pꝛeuy malice and enuy of hys 
owne Countrey men, bin a greater binderaunce tohym, 
than the power of the Romaynes . Me heard ſay that the 
Fretchemen inhabitinge on tbe other ſide ofthe Alpes,en- 
fred into Italy, and there placed themſe lues in moſt of 
the welthicft cities of all the countrep, feplinge into their 
poſſeſſion ſomewhat a larger piece of ground euerp wap, 
than that which they hav gotten in Aſia, foz all it is coun- 
ted ſo weake and cowardly. Moꝛeouer that v ſapd French- 
men bad not cnip vanquiſhed the Romaynes, but alſo ta · 
ken their titp, in ſo much that they left them no moꝛe in al 
the 221 02ide,but one Mill from whence they were faine to 
remoue their ennemp, not by Battell, but by Rannſome. 
Tye which Frenchmen ( whoſe name bad alwapes bin 
ſo terrible to the Romaynes) he had toſtrenghthen bim in 
bio he ſt. Foz there was no difference betwene the French⸗ 
men that Jnbabite Aſia, and the Frenchmen that inhabite 
Italy, but onely the diſfance of their dwellinge a ſunder. 
As foz their ozigtnali, their pꝛoweſſe, and their maner of 
fyghtinge was al! one, ſauinge that theſe in Aſia muſte 
nedes be of lo much mote pollicy and witee, as they haue 
com a moꝛe long & tedious tourney thꝛougb Sc lauony and 
Thrace,beinge a farre paynfuſſer matter to make them- 
ſelues way thzon gb thoſe Countreys, than to place chem 
ſelues where they nowe Inhabit. 

Further meꝛe be beard ſay that Italy it ſelfe was neuer 
pet well pleaſed with Rome, ſence it was fyꝛſt Buplded, 
but that continually from yeare to pere, inceſlant Marre 
had bin made, by ſome fo2 their liberty, aud by other 3 
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fo) the rigbt of tb' Empire: in ſo muth þ( by repoꝛt) mas 
ny Cities of Italy, had vtterly deſtroyed che Romayne 
Armies by the Swo2de,aud ſome with a new kynde ok re⸗ 
pꝛoche had compelled them ſhamekully co treepe vnder a 
Yoke. And leaſt he might ſeeme to make long tariance in 
matters of olde time. euen the very ſame pꝛeſente. al Italy 
was ryſen to Uirrre Jopntly togetber with the Marſes, 
not to demaund liberty, but Socletp in th Empire, and 
in the City it ſelfe. Neyther was the City oppzeſſed moze 
by che Warres of their neyg bbours in Italy, than by the 
partakinge of her owne Noblemen at home :ſo that the 
Ciunl warres were farre moze daũgerous, than the foꝛ- 
renarresof Italy. Beſides that, the Cymbrians that 
vnmeaſurable, and hewge rable of Sauage, and vnmerci- 
fall Naſcalles, were fwarmed out of Germany, and oner- 
wbelmed all Italy lpke aſtozme. Df all which fozena- 
med Nations, although the Romaynes might perchaunce 
be able to wichſtande the bzunt one after an other, pet by 


all at once, thep muſt nedes be oppꝛeſſed: and that ſo ſone, 


that they ſhoulde baue no leaſure at all, to thinke vppon 
bis Warres : wherefoze occaſion ougbt to be taken, when 
it was offered, and good hold ought to be layd, with ſpecde 
vppon the increaſment of their krength, leaſt if thep now 
ſat ſtill, wbiles th*otber were buſte and had their handes 
full, anone after they mighte haue moze a doe wyth 
them when thep were in quiet, and had nothpnge elles to 
do. Foz it was not fn Queſtion, wbyther Marre ought 
to bee made oz no, but whither it ougbt to bee dove to their 
owne behoofe , 02 to the behoofe of the Romaynes. 
Foz the warres were begon betwene him and them, 
from tbe time that they toke from him in his nonage, the 


{ leſfer Phrygia, wbych they had genen bnto bis Father, in 


rewarde. foʒ apdinge them in the battell agaynſte Ariſto- 
nicus: the which tountry Seleucus Callinicus alſo had gee 
uen in Dowzy with bis daughter to his great Graundfa- 
ther My thridates what ſpould a man lap to that they alle 
maübed 
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maunded him to depart out of Paphlagonia ? Man it not 
an other kinde of deſiaunce? Tbych Realme fell tohys 
kather⸗ not hy fozce of armes. noꝛ by conqueſt; but by adop-· 
tions ud. Legacy of loft Mill aud Ceſtament, but by the 
deathofthe rightfull kinges, and ſo conſcquently by law- 
full Zuhetitaunce: whereas neuertbelt ſle, all his humble 
ohedience to their bitter decrees, coulde not one whit mt- 
tigate them, but rather was an occaſion that they bi re 
themſelues moze cruellp agapnſt him foʒ what Submilli- 
on coulde they deuiſe, but he vſed it towardes them ?

claymed Marre? And pet notwithſtandinge whatſoever 
Gordius 92 Tygranes hath done, was imputed altogether 
tobym. Mozeouer in deſpightof bim, the Senateihad of 
their owne Uoluncary will, ſec Cappadocia af 'Lpberty, 
which tbinge they themſelues had taken from other Ma- 

tions. Afterward when the people of Car padocia, than- 

kinge thẽ fo? their Liberty, ſued to baue Gordius to their 

Kluge, it might not be graũted, and that fo2 none other oc⸗ 

caſion, but becauſe be was counted bis freende. Nicome - 

des at their ctommaundement, made Marre vppon him, 

and becauſe he toulde not bee reuenged vppon bim as bee 

would, they themſelues toke the mattet in hande.TUhere- 


bppon partly grew th*occaſion of bis warres wyth chem, 


namely becauſe hee woulde not ſic ſtyli lyke a Cowarde, 
and ſuffer that Dauncing Damoſelles ſonne Nicomedes, 
fo teare bim in preces at bis pleaſure. Foz it was not the 
kaultt s of kinges, that they were offended u ith, oz ſought 
to redꝛeſſe, but wytb their Power and Maie ſty whych 
they {ought to luppzeſſe. Whych cautell they dpd not 
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I)he 38, Booke. 
ble ag aynſt bim onely, but agsynſt all other kynges. Af- 
the the lame maner, bis Graundkather Pharnax, dy right 
of kpnred, appopncted as Meire and ſuccelio2 to Eumenes 
kinge of Pergamus, and again, Eumenes himſelt, in whoſe 
ſypppes they were fp2if bzoughte ouer into Aſia, by the 
belpeof whole menne of warre,moze than tychrir owne 
puiſſaunce Firſt they conquered the great Antiochas, ans 
the Frenchmen in Aſia, and anone after Ringe Perſes in 
Macedone, thep vttered as an ennemie, fozbidypnge hym 
to come within Italy, and which they tbougbt they mighe 
not do to hym foꝛ ſhame) made warre vpon his lone Ari- 
ſtonicus. There was neuer any vᷣ̊ deſerued moze at their 
band, oz that had done moꝛe fo2 thẽ, than Maſſiniſſa kinge 
of Numidie, To him thep imputed the ouercommpnge of 
Hanniball, bim they thanked to2 the taking of Syphax, to 
bim thep imputed the deſtroyinge of Carthage: hym they 
regiſtred amonge the two Affricanes, as the thyꝛd pꝛeſer- 


ner of their City: and pet with the ſame mans Nephewe, 


they euen this other day had made warre in Affricke; ſo 
deadly cruelil, that after they had Uanquyſhed hym, they 
could not fynde in their bartes foz bis Graudfathers ſake 
to pardon him, but that they empaiſoned bim, and led him 


tbꝛough the City in maner of Triumph, and made bym 


à gaʒinge ſtock to all ʒᷣ wozld. Thus had they made a law 
to themſelues, to beare tontinuallhatred agaynſt all kyn- 
ges, verelp, becauſe they had ſuch kinges themſelues wbõ 
they map bee aſhamed to heare {poken of, that is to ſap, ei 
ther ſheepeheardes of T haborigines, oz Southſayers ot the 
Sabynes,02 outlawes of Corynthe,o2 els which is the ho« 
nozableſtname that euer was amonge them) pꝛoud men, 
and (as they theſelucs repozt ſuch Founders as a Molke 
gaue ſucke to: whichma well be. in that al the ofſpꝛynge 
of that people baue wolues hatts, vnſaciable of bloud, gre⸗ 
die of Dominion, and raueners of riches: whereas hym⸗ 
ſelf fo: his owne perſon (if compariſon ſheuld be made be⸗ 
twene him and the,as touchinge nobility ) was of a moꝛe 
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famous lpnage than that ragged beape of raſcalles © Foz 

pre vid fetch bis pedegre,on the fathers ſpde krom Cyrus 

and Darius the flcft foũdets ofthe Bonarchie of the Per- 
ſians: and on che mothers ſyde from greate Acxander, 
from Nicanor and Selcucus the firſte founders of Th'em⸗ 
pyꝛe of Macedone. 02 if be Chould copate his people wich 
theirs, be ſapd he was ruler ofthoſe Nations, which not 
only are able to matrchthe Romoin Emppꝛe, but had alſo 

withſtode the Emppꝛe of Macedone. Fo) there was none 

ol the nations, ot whom be was tulet, that bad bene ſub- 

dued bnder fozetn P2pnces, 02 that ever ſubmitted them- 

ſelucs to aup kyng, but if he were of their owne country, 

choſe whether they would name Cappadocia d Paphla« 

gonia, again Pontus 02 Bythinia, Armeniathe greater oz 

Armenia the le ſſi, of which countries, neither Alexander 
(eucn he that conquered all Aſta)no2 anyr of his ſucceſs 

ſouts 67 polkerity euer touched anp.

Mberfoze be wyiſedthem to doe uo moze,but follow bim 
manfully,and ponder wyth chemſelues what ſo great an 
armpe nip&he be able co doe, baupdg ſnch acaptapne as 
be was whom they themſelues had ſene without the help 
of anp of bis ſouldiers, by his pwne induſttye onely, ſlea 
the kyng ol Cappadocia, and ſeize his kingdome, who on 
lp of all che meu that euerliued, conquered all the coun- 
tries bozderpnge vppon the ſea of Pontus, Scithia alſo, 
which befoze this tyme no manne couid trauell ebzough, 
no n02 goe bnto in ſauetye. As fo2 his owne Juſtice, and 
liberalicy,be would not refuſe that his ſonſdiers whiche 
had had ſufficient eryall # experience of them. ſhould bear 
witnefle cotbe ſame as of che which theſe were manifeſt 
tokens, that he onelp of all kynges had eniaped, not only 
$ kingdomes that bis father polleſſed befoze him, but aiſo. 


foꝛ bis bounciouſneſſe and royaitye , was adopted co bee 


bepze ofother fozeine Realmes as Colchos Paphlagonia 
and Boſphorus, which he now peacably hylde. UUhen 
hee had thus encouraged bis Souldters,after xxiii peare 
of his reigne he entered into warre agaynſte the Romay- 
nes.

wile. Ptolomy reiopcing that hee had reconered his bꝛo- 


thers kyngdome without battel, tbe wbich, be knew his 
mother Cleopatra # certaine of the noble men went p2p- eee, ” 
uely about to aſſure vntohis !b2others ſonne, allone as he 
came bnto Alexandria(to the great diſpleaſure of al the 
Cytye)cauſed all ſuc he as fauoꝛed ehe childe, to be put to 
deat h. The childe bimſelf alſo, he ſlue in his mothers ar- 
mes, the verpe ſame dap that bee maried bir,in the mid · 
deſt of all the keaſtinge and ſolẽ pne ceremonies of web- 
locke. And ſo he went to bed with bis ſyſter, all beſtained 
with the bloud ol hir ſonne. After which deve he became 
euen as meke to bis other cofitrim?,thachad called dim 
to the kingdome . Foz he gaue his ſouldiers(which were 
ſtraungers ) leaue to kill. whom they would, ſo that dally 
all places were on a goze bloud-and he put away his ſp- 
ſer, and toke to wife her daughter a fayze ponge maiden 
baupng fir ſt rauiſhed her perfozce-with which things the 
people were fo diſmapd, that they ſhʒonke away, ſom one 
whit h er, and ſome another, foꝛlakinge their natiue coun»

Antiochus hearinge thereof, thought by wiſoome 
Antiochus lea fa pzeuent the warre,and thercupon led his boſt (which be 
derh an hot a« had hardened thzough many biages and battelies againſt

: pacacion as much foz Ryot. as fox warre. Foꝝ whereas be 
badeight bundzed thouſande menof warre, there were e- 
vermor,thieebundeed thouſaad others that followed the 
boſt,of wbich the moſt part were Cokes, Bakers, Min- 
ſtrels.t Players of Eaterludes.Surely of Golde x filuer 
there was ſo great abundaunce that euen the comon ſoul» 
diours ware their boſen enbzopdered wfth gold, and trode 
vnder their feete the metal, fo loueof which other people 
were wont to fight and kill one another. Moꝛeouer all the 
fucnicure of his Kitchins were ok cleane ſtluer, as though 
they had gone to banquettfage,@ not to batte ll. At Antio- 
chus firſt cominge, many Ringes of the Eaſt met him, and 
pelded the imſelues and their Ringdome vnto him, vecerly 
Antiochus vã- dete ſting the pzydeof þ Parthians, It was nat long ere it 
Ins came co-th'encounter Antiochus getting thiupper hãd in 
wann. hz fought ſieldes , tbereupõ winning Babylon by foꝛce 
began to be counted great. By meanes whereof all Coun» 
tries reuolted ſo faſt vnto bim that the Parthians had no- 
thinge left them, moꝛe then the bare Sople of their owne 
Realme of Parthia.Then Phrahartes ſent Demetrius fats 
* Fͤyria, with an hoſt af Parthians ta iuuade the Ringvome, 
bes ins 7 to th'entent that by that pollicy, Antiochus might bee eu- 
ria. fozced to withdꝛaw bimſelfe out of Parthia, to the defence 
ol his owne Realme. In the meane whyle becauſe hee 
tould not ouercome Antiochus bp fozce,be ſought meanes 
ta ſurpꝛile him bp pollicy, Antiochus by reaſs bee had ſuch 
a multitade, diſper ſed all his army into the — 
tba 
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tbe Winter leaſon, which thinge was his vtter vndoinge. 
Foꝛ the Cities feelinge themſelves greeued with victay⸗ 
ling of his holt, and allo wich che iniurtous demeano} of þ 
Souldiers. reuolted agapn to the Parthians, and on a dap 
appoincted foꝛ the nonſt all at one time by crayterous cd» 
ſpiracy ſet vpon the holt, as it was deuided amonge theym 
ſeueraltp, to th'entent they ſhoulde not be able to reſcowe 
one another, when tydings hereof came to Antiochus, hee 
aſſe inbled ſuch as wintered wich him, and went to reſcow 
them that were nereſt. But in bis way hee met with the

one makyng ſute fo2 her owne child, didde as it were be- 

ſiege che old mannes mynde. But it was che deſtetipe of 

Parthia( in the wbiche it is an ozdinary cuſtome, to haue 
vnnaturall murderers to thepz kpnges) chat the wicke 

deſt and vngraciouſeſt of tbẽ all, whoſe name was, Phra 

hartes was lubſtituted kyng. Therfoze as chough it ſemed 
bys katber woulo not dpe naturally, he foxchwyth kplles 
bim, and put his tbirtpe ſonnes too death. Neither cea- 
ſed he bis llaugbter ii the childzen. Foz when he percep- 
ued that the noble menne bated him foz bis oneragious 
crueltp, and continual wozking of miſchiefe, and that ther 
wis none that mygbt de nominated kpng, be commaun- 
ded his ſonne who was man growen, tos bee putte too 
death. Agapnſt this m une Antonye with ſixcene of his 
ſtrongeſte Legions, ide warte foz miniſtringe , apde 
agapnſt hpmſelfe and Ceſar. But he was ſo ſoze allicted in 
m inp battels that he was fapne to flye backe out of Pare 
thia. Thzoughe which victozpe Phrahartes beinge- made 
moze pzoude when hee petſiſted to deale ccuellpe in ma⸗ 
nye 
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nye thinges,he was dziuen into exlle, by his owne ſubiec · 
tes. Abereuyon after longe and earneſt ſute made vnto 7 — 2 
the countries bozderpng vppon Parthia,at the lengtb by reforet fe 
much intretaunce, he ſo perſwaded the Scythians , that Scythians, 
thzoughthetr apd he was reffo2ed to his kingdom again. 

In the tyme of his abſence,che Parthians had conflituted 

one Tyridatet kyng, who hearyng of the comming of 5 
Scythians, fle d with a great bande of his frends to Cæ ſar 

Auguſtus whowas makpng war re at that time in Spain 

bzinging with him to Themperour, ebe pongeſt ſonne of The tenth 
Phrahartes foz a pledge, whom thzough the negtigence ok B perour of 
ſuch as were put in truſt with che keppng of bym, be hap . 
ſtolen away. Upon knowledge whereof. Phrahartes fozth 

with ſent bis Ambaſſadours to Cxſar,requiring him to 

ſende him home his ſeruafit Tyridates and his ſon with Phrahartes 
bim. Themperout when be had hardrhambaſſadoures of '< mon Ambaſ. 
Phrahartes,and vnderſtoode the requeſtes of Tyr dates Roe. 

(fo2 he alſu deſpꝛe d to be ſecte in poſſeſſion of his kpnge- 

dome againe aſſaring tbat Parthia ſhoulde euer after bee 

at the commaunvemente of che Romaines , if it woulde 

pleaſe him to beſtowe the kyngdome bpon him) anſiwe- 

red howe he woulde neither deliuer Tyridates fnto the 

bandesof the Parthians,noz pet miniſter apde to Tyrida- 

tes againſt them. 

Neuer theleſſe becouſe it ſhould not ſeme, that tbey had The Parthians 
obteyned no part ol their demaſid at Thempfrours band ſubmiribem- 
be ſent Phrahartes his ſonne without raunlome, aud al- le, Au. 
lowed Tyridates honozable entertainment to fpnd hym 
with as longe as he lyſted to ebpde with che Romapncs 
After this,hauinge finiſhed hys warres in Spaine, when 
he came into Syria too ſette a ſtape in the affapzes of the 
Eaſt, be put Phrahartes in ſuche a feate, that to thentent 
be ſhoulde not make warre vppon Parthia, all che pꝛyſo - 
ners that were in the realme, either ofthe armpof Craſ-
